BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Helicopter-borne Is¬ 
raeli commandos raided Beirut International Airport 
with gunfire and explosives Saturday night. They 
destroyed 11 Lebanese planes in a lightning reprisal 
for an attack by two Arabs on an Israeli jetliner. 

Working with clockwork precision, the comman¬ 
dos moved from plane to plane, shooing off passengers 
at gunpoint and planting explosives under the wings. 

Blasts rocked the area and flames shot skyward 
from planes and buildings. 

Flurries of machine gun fire peppered the airport 
terminal while screaming passengere ran for cover. 

There were no official reports of casualties but 
one man said he saw a Lebanese soldier wounded. 

The entire operation lasted about 45 minutes and 
In Tel Aviv the Israeli army said all members of the 
raiding party had completed the 50-mile trip back 
to Israel “without a scratch.” 

Only I-ehanose aircraft were 
hit. Planes of other internation¬ 
al airlines at. the airport were 
nut touched.

ALLAHABAD (Reuters) — Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi told a Congress Party meeting here 
Saturday that India is not afraid to quit the Com¬ 
monwealth if it becomes necessary. 

She said some Indians want Incba to leave the 
Commonwealth, but the government has to take a 
long-range view. 

Hie Commonwealth's composition has changed 
considerably, and its future will be determined by 
all its members, most of whom are African or Asian, 
Mrs. Gandhi said. 

India differs with Britain over several issues, 
including the future of people erf Indian origin in 
Kenya and the Rhodesia problem, which can set 
the whole of Africa on fire. 

“If it is necessary at any time to get out of it, 
we are not afraid of it,” Mrs. Gandhi said.

000 was recovered. 

Four of the 11 men involved in 
tfce case are dead.

J. “Specs” O'Keefe, 59, who 
testified against the others 
claimed he was cheated of his 
share of the loot, was freed 
after serving a sentence. 

The Brink's robbery was the 
biggest cash heist in file U.S. 
until a band of white-gloved 
bandits scooped up $1,551,277 
from a mail truck in historic 
Plymouth, Aug. 14, 1962. 


Search Off 

HALIFAX (CP)—Hie air-sea 
rescue centre in Halifax has 
called off the search for a Louis- 
bourg, N.S., fishing vessel miss¬ 
ing since last Monday. Four men 
were aboard the longliner Carol 
A. 


Within 50 yards of the Boeing

Saturday's raid was doubly 
surprising because Israeli's rela¬ 
tions with Lebanon to the north, 
while not cordial, have been 
somewhat better than with most 
other Arab states. 

But Israeli Transport Minister 
Moshe Carmel declared Thurs¬ 
day that Lebanon was respons¬ 
ible tor the Athens attack. Ho 
said, Israel would not tolerate 
such acts "without exposing 
Arab objectives and personal¬ 
ities to the responsibilities and 
consequences.” 

The Beirut - based Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine claimed it was behind 
the grenade and automatic rifle 
assault on the Israeli plane. 
SECOND INCIDENT 

The raid at the Athens airport 
was the second Arab incident 
against an Israeli airliner this 
year. An El A1 jetliner out of 
Rome was hijacked last July 23 
to Algiers by three gunmen. 

The Popular Front for the 
liberation of Palestine has 
claimed responsibility for that 
incident also. 

In the other attacks, the men 
were identified by police as 
Mahmoud Mohammed Issa, 27. 
and Majer Hussein Sulleiman. 
19. They had flown to Athens 
earlier Thursday on a com¬ 
mercial flight from Beirut. 

Both were captured quickly 
by police after the attack. 

The two were charged Friday 
by an Athens public prosecutor 
with eight counts, including pre¬ 
meditated murder, illegal use 
and possession of firearms and 
endangering human lives. If 
found guilty on the premedi¬ 
tated murder charge, they could 
receive the death penalty. 

No trial date has been set.

.Dear Dr. Thostrson: My gir! 
friend has a bad case of 
eczema, on the front of both 
hands and almost to the elbows. 
It's like pieces of raw meat in 
some parts. She went to a skin 
specialist but it didn’t do much 
good. She gets sick just looking 
at it. Can you help? — Miss L. 
I* 

Maybe I can help if you (and 
ypur friend) will listen care¬ 
fully. 

i First, eczema isn't a specific 
ailment. It is a general term 
which covers all sorts of 
breaking out of the skin that 
cpn't be attributed to some 
particular cause. 

In babies, eczema very often 
!s traced to allergy- — sensi¬ 
tivity to some food item or 
sensitivity to wool or some 
other fabric. 

In adults, allergy also is a 
very strong possibility. So called 
contact dermatitis is something 
which often proves to be the 
cause — sensitivity to some¬ 
thing that the person touches. 

The fact that your friend’s 
trouble is located in a particular

area —- hands and arms — 
raises a strong suspicion that 
the skin breaks out because of 
something tiie touches. 

But what? There’s the $64 
question. It coukl be soap or 
detergent of fabrics or chemi¬ 
cals of some sort. Not every¬ 
body is allergic to the same 
things. 

Therefore my advice to your 
friend is nt* to go to a skin 
specialist with the idea that he 
can spread on some salve and 
end the whole problem then and 
there. 

Rather, she'd better go to a 
skin specialist, or perhaps an 


Dear Dr. Thnslesoa: I have, 
such trouble with backache that 
I can hardly get out of bed in 
the morning. Then it goes away 
and I forget about it until next 
morning. What would cause it? 
I am 65. — Mr*. B. T. 

This is not an uncommon 
complaint. The principal causes 
are: arthritic changes In the 
spine, muscle spasm occurring 
during the night due to faulty 
support of tiie spine. 

In your case, with the trouble 
disappearing after you get up, 
the latter would seem lo be the 
likelier cause. 

Young folks can manage to 
sleep on anything, hard or soft, 
bumpy or saggy, but as we get 
older, our spines need more 
support. Many get relief from a 
simple bed board — a sheet of 
plywood, or similar stiff sup¬ 
port, placed between spring and 
mattress, to minimize sagging. 
A stiffer mattress and spring 
can help.

To Meeting Plan 


NLF Speeds Viet Provincial Organization 


SAIGON (AP)-The Viet CongU 
proposed Saturday a second! 
meeting with U.S. officers Newy 
Year's Day to discuss the re-1 
lease of three American prison-1 
ere. But it laid down some con-1 
ditions that will “rdljuire a high 
level decision." a U.S. military 
spokesman said. 

The first meeting was held 
Christmas Day, but the five 
American represents lives charg¬ 
ed the Viet Cong with trying to 
make propaganda and refusing 
to say when or where the three 
would be released. Both sides 
had declared a ceasefire for 
that day. 

MILITARY HALT 

A Viet Cong broadcast said 
that conditions for a second 
meeting were that the United 
States and South Vietnam halt 
all military operations in the 
area of the conference and that 
a three-day New Year ceasefire 
proclaimed by the guerrillas 
must be respected. 

Both the South Vietnamese 
and U.S. governments declared 
earlier in the day they would 
cot observe the usual New 
Year's standown because of 
enemy violations of the Qirist- 
mas ceasefire last week. 

The Viet Cong proposed the 
second meeting at the same 
spot in Tay Nmh Province about 
50 miles northeast of Saigon. It 
said such a session would dis¬ 
cuss procedures for release of 
the prisoners. 

American officials said only 
Friday they were ready to meet 
any time and any place for new 
discussions on the freeing of 
prisoners. But that was before 
the Viet Cong said the aHies 
must observe the three-day 
ceasefire. 

MAY GO ALONG 

Some informants indicated 
they felt the U.S. side might go 
along with the idea of calling a 
localized ceasefire in the meet¬ 
ing site area, and that this 
might be acceptable. 

The subject is a sensitive one 
for the United States, not only 
in that it deals with American 
prisoners, but in its relations 
with the South Vietnamese. 

In the first meeting, the U.S. 
representatives were said to 
have emphasized that the ses¬ 
sion was being held on a mili¬ 
tary level only to discuss the 
freeing of prisoners and did not 
in any way constitute political 
recognition of the Wt Cong’s 
National Liberation Front.

Stalemate 
Remains 
On Talks 


PARIS (AP> - U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador Cyrus Vance reported 
Washington’s latest views on 
how to end the Vietnam war to 
South Vietnam's chief negotia¬ 
tor Saturday but gave no 
immediate indication of a new 
allied move to end the present 
peace conference deadlock. 

Vance, just back from consul¬ 
tations with President Johnson 
and foreign policy leaders of 
both the Johnson and Nixon ad¬ 
ministrations, met for more 
titan an hour with Saigon's 
Pham Dang Lam. 

NO DATE 

“I don't want to comment on 
•ay of the specifics except to 
say at this time we have no date 
for a meeting with the other 
side.” Vance toid newsmen aft¬ 
erward. 

/'We are discussing our own 
plans'’ toward the Hanoi-Nation¬ 
al Liberation Front delegations, 
he added, "and if they have 
something they want to cone 
forward with, we’re ready at 
any time to meet with them.” 

Lam for his part declined to 
make any forecast as to whether 
the four-way conference would 
get under way before President¬ 
elect Nixon takes office Jan. 21. 

TWO HIDES 

Hie South Vietnamese diplo¬ 
mat made plain Saigon’s view 
that "if there is any movement' 
to make" on table shapes and' 
otfier status-symbol disputes 
boldine up the parley, “it must 
be made by both sides—not only 
our side.” 

North Vietnamese officials,, 
meanwhile, said they were 
standing by their previous seat¬ 
ing arrangements offer, which' 
the allies have nert accepted. 

Hie upshot of the U.S.-South 
Vietnamese meeting left murky 
fhe prospects for Vance's next 
attempt to work out confer¬ 
ence - opening arrangements 
with North Vietnamese negotia¬ 
tors. 

Vance's word from Johnson, 
as the President put it Friday,, 
-is that America is anxious “to 
have a truce iiWVietnam and to 
have substantial progress to¬ 
ward an honorable peace and 
make progress on substantive 
matters.”

I N PASSING A resolution calling on Britain to “ter¬ 
minate the colonial situation in Gibraltar no later 
than 1 October, 1969” the General Assembly of the 
United Nations has once again succeeded in making 
itself a laughing stock. 

Deliberately ignoring the fact that only 15 
months ago Gibraltarians freely and overwhelmingly 
yoted to retain their British connection rather than 
accept Spanish sovereignty, the General Assembly 
chose to accept and support a motion which favored 
the Spanish doctrine of "territorial integrity" over the 
UN Charter’s basic doctrine of self-determination. 

That such an unrealistic resolution should be 
carried by the United Nations General Assembly with 
a majority of 67 to 18 with 34 abstentions seems quite 
incredible until the recorded votes on the issue are 
examined. Only by doing this can the reason for such 
irresponsible behavior be found. 

The roll-call clearly reveals that the majority of 
nations who supported the Spanish claim over 
Gibraltar are, totalitarian regimes, one-man dictator¬ 
ships, Communist states or fellow travellers to whom 
in the main the principles of democracy or self- 
determination are anathema. 

The 67 nations which voted in favor of the 
resolution were; Afghanistan. Algeria, Argentina, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Bulgaria, Burundi, Byelorussia, 
Cambodia. Chad, Chile, China, Colombia, Congo 
(Brazzaville), Congo (Kinshasa), Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Cyprus, Czechoslovakia, Dahomey, Dominican Repub¬ 
lic, Ecuador, El Salvador, Equatorial Guinea, Greece, 
(Guatemala, Guinea, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, 
Indonesia, Iran, Iraq, Ivory Coast, Jordan, Lebanon, 
Tfihya, Mali, Mauritania, Mongolia, Morocco, Nica¬ 
ragua, Pakistan, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, Philippines, 
Poland, Romania, Rwanda, Saudi Arabia, Somalia, 
Southern Yemen, Spain, Sudan. Syria, Tanzania, 
Tunisia, Turkey, Ukraine, Soviet Union, United Arab 
Republic, Uruguay, Venezuela, Yemen, Yugoslavia and 
Gambia. 

\ These are the nations whose governments have 
conveniently overlooked the fact that Gibraltar has a 
degree of freedom and democratic government 
tmknown in nine-tenths of the United Nations member 
states, and that Spain is still a dictatorship where 
people go to jail for criticizing the government or 
trying to start a trade union. 

Their theory appears to be, says the London 
Times: “that anybody who lives in a colony and likes it 
deserves to be punished.” 

Mr. Peter Isola, the former leader of the 
Opposition in Gibraltar who took his party into a 
coalition to face the Spanish campaign with a united 
front, placed the action of the United Nations General 
Assembly in its true perspective with this comment: 
'rrtie resolution ... in this year of human rights, 
violates the human and God-given right of the people 
df Gibraltar to decide where their interests lie.” 

It is to be hoped when and if the General 
Assembly comes to its senses that his words will be 
Heard loud and clear.

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Insight Team Finds Russian Versions Contradictory 

Mysterious Plot to Kill Wartime Big Three 


(Was there a German plot to assassinate Churchill, 
Stalin and Roosevelt when the Big Three met in Teheran in 
the winter of IMS? Russia has Just published a book—Plot 
Against Eureka, by Victor Yegerov—which details how a 
Soviet spy, Infiltrated into German Intelligence, foiled a Nazi 
attempt to kill the three allied leaders. The London Sunday 
Times Insight team has looked into the story—and reports 
that It la Russia's second version of the Teheran plot. There 
Is something in It, but the two versions are contradictory on 
some crucial details.)

Schultz had a very worrying 
time with Anna. He had to 
make contact in Teheran witl^, 
two Russian agents, Gen.

She was probably in love 
with him at this stage and 
more than likely thought he 
was seeing another woman 
rather than other agents. 


Skorzeny. now a prosperous 
businessman in Madrid, re¬ 
called the project with a 
professional’s disdain for a 
piece of amateurish bungling: 
"My part in the whole 
damned thing was to turn it 
down rather bluntly,” he said. 

After "two or three weeks” 
of study, Skorzeny refused the 
project. *T don’t know 
whether it was ever carried 
out,” be said. 


But did the Teheran plot 
proceed after Skorzeny’s re¬ 
fusal? Insight consulted, with 
the help of several experts, 
the published papers of both 
German intelligence leaders, 
Walter ScheDenberg and A dm. 
Walter Canaris, the military 
intelligence boss. Neither 
mentions the plan. 

If the Russians had such a 
good source of information. 


one might have expected 
them to know the full details. 

Insight consulted Averell 
Harriman, now leading the 
American delegation at the 
Vietnam talks in Paris. At the 
time of Teheran he was the 
American ambassador in 
Moscow and the American 
who dealt most closely in Iran 
with the Soviet foreign min¬ 
ister, Vyacheslav Molotov. 


"Moktov never mentioned 
specific evidence of a specific 
plot. He simply warned me, in 
strong terms, that there were 
a lot of German agents in the 
area. He said he was afraid 
there might be a plot. That 
was all. 

"And, when the conference 
was over, I specifically asked 
Molotov if there had been a 
plot. He said they had taken 
precautions because of rum¬ 
ors. He never said there was 
a specific plot.” 

* * * 

The most probable explana¬ 
tion for the sudden Russian 
insistence on the dangers of a 
plot at Teheran was given by 
Sir Kenneth Strong. 

Sir Kenneth was in charge 
of Gen. Dwight Eisenhower's 
intelligence in North Africa in 
1943, and latterly — after 
continuing in intelligence after 
the war — became the 
overlord of all British intelli¬ 
gence services. 


Sir Kenneth said: "I never 
heard about a plot, and I am 
pretty sure would have been 
told if there was any evi¬ 
dence, even though It was not 
my field. I still assume that 
the Russians wanted precisely 
what they got. 

"They used the plot to 
persuade Roosevelt to move 
into a villa in the compound 
of the Russian embassy in 
Teheran. And you may be 
sure that was well bugged. 


The conversations inside 
would have provided enorm¬ 
ously useful information.” 

Version No. 1: 

The Russian version of the 
Teheran plot is stirring stuff. 
The Germans, it begins, 
learned in 1943 that Churchill. 
Roosevelt and Stalin intended 
to meet in Teheran. The book 
suggests that the Germans 
learned of the meeting 
through a leak from the White 
House. 

* * ★ 

The German intelligence 

and security chiefs. Adm. 
Canaris and Gen. Schellenberg 
therefore decided to plan an 
assassination attempt. They 
began a search for a German 
agent who spoke Persian and 
finally chose Maj. Walter 
Schultz, the heir of an influen¬ 
tial Nazi, Hans Schultz. 

Schultz was In fact the 
Russian double agent Ilya 

Svetlov. By a series of daring 
moves and extraordinary co¬ 
incidences he had put himself 
in a position where he was 
able to forestall one of the 
most desperate attempts on the 
lives of the three allied 
leaders. 

★ * * 

Svetlov, the Russian story 
goes on, was brought up by 
his parents on a collective 
farm near the Russian oil port 
of Baku, about 100 miles from 
the Persian border. 

His closest childhood friend 
was Friedrich Schultz, one of 
the German boys on the farm. 
Their fathers, too, were 
friends and were both killed 
fighting for the Bolsheviks in 
the civil war. The two or¬ 
phans. Ilya and Friedrich, 
were brought up together. 

After Ilya left school, he 
also left the farm and went to 
Baku. There he worked — as 
in all the beat Russian 


children's stories—as a young 
Communist League organizer. 

He was, naturally, very 
good at his job and soon came 
to the benign attention of the 
state security police (then 
known as OGPU) who re¬ 
cruited him and sent him to 
law school. It was not until 
1928 that Ilya Svetlov returned 
to the farm — on leave. 


Friedrich, who had stayed 
on the farm, received a letter 
from his uncle, Hans Schultz, 
in Germany. The uncle, he 
told Ilya, wanted him to go to 
Germany to be his heir. 

But Friedrich did not want 
to go because he had a 
Russian girl friend and 
wanted to live in Russia. 

Svetlov, already training as 
an agent, realized that this 
was an opportunity to get into 
Germany. He spoke to his 
superiors and to Friedrich. 
Friedrich was told that if he 
allowed Hya to take his place 
in Germany, Friedrich would 
be helped to start a new life. 


Friedrich agreed, married 
and went to live in Novosi¬ 
birsk under his wife’s name. 
The rather more likely Stalin¬ 
ist expedient of liquidation is, 
of course, not mentioned. 

Svetlov meanwhile did a 
crash course with OGPU, 
learning codes and ciphers, 
self defence and use of small 
arms. All traces of the real 
Friedrich were destroyed and 
when Svetlov arrived in 
Munich In February, 1930, he 
was welcomed by old Hans 
Schultz as his nephew Fried¬ 
rich.’ He later changed his 
name to Walter. 


The new Walter Schultz 
already knew some Persian 
from his home city so he 
enrolled as a student of 
Persian In the Oriental Lan- 


But Schultz and Anna got an 
guagei Department of Berlin- well enough to prepare a 


University. 

He Joined the Nazi Party, 
and when Hitler came to 
power, Schultz's powerful 
Uncle Hans arranged that Ms 
old friend Adm. Canaria 
should recruit his nephew into 
military Intelligence. 

When "Operation Long 
Jump” — code name for the 
Teheran assassinations — was 
planned, Maj. Walter Schultz, 
the well-placed young officer 
who knew Persian, was 
chosen as the man to set It 
up.

He was briefed by Canaris 
and Schellenberg, who told 
him that the plan was to fly 
two plane-loads of commandos 
to Teheran. These soldiers 
would burst into the city and 
kill the three leaders before 
their own forces realized what 
happened. 

Schultz's job was to go to 
the city several weeks before, 
prepare secret landing sites 
for the planes, then stand by

Kuznetsov (who was, post¬ 
humously, made a hero of the 
Soviet Union) masqueraded as 
Oberlieutenant Siebert. H e 
promptly plied the boastful 
von Ortel with liquor to 
extract more precise details 
of his mission. And the 
information waa promptly 
passed t o Moscow. Once 
again, toe mighty Soviet tri¬ 
umphed. 

Far from being nnlaN 
rassed by the existence of this 
earlier version, the later 
author, YegoroV, explains 
blandly that the earlier 
writer, Lukin, had been a 
partisan in the Rovno area at 
the time and wrote only from 
second-hand experience. 


Yegorov says that this 
earlier report thoroughly cor¬ 
roborates his own effort 
In fact toe only similarity 
between the two versions is

Pacific Salmon Commission, 
which freely admits it called 
the shot wrong for the 1965 
run. is going out on the limb 
again.

The IPSC is charged with 
regulating to attain an equal 
division of the Fraser River 
and Pugot Sound pink and 
sockeye salmon catches and a 
satisfactory escapement to 
Fraser River spawning beds.

"In respect to the 1969 pink 
salmon run. we hope that we 
are gradually improving our 
prediction formula. However, 
we are far from understand¬ 
ing the reasons why certain 
Ihings happen as a result of 
env ironmental variations. This 
year, for instance, we had an 
extreme period of hot weather 
in late June and early July. 
Water temperatures in the 
(Fraser River) estuary in¬ 
creased considerably, and dur¬ 
ing this time there was a 
rapid seaward movement of 
finger ling pink salmon about 
four inches in length. 


Early Decisions 


"While a reduction in fish¬ 
ing gear has substantial econ¬ 
omic benefits to the fishing 
fleet, and no doubt will 
alleviate the Oommission's 
regulatory problems at least 
in some areas, there is 
considerable doubt as to 
whether It will be an adequate 
substitute for the increasing 
effectiveness of an unregu¬ 
lated high seas troll fleet on 
pink and sockeye salmon,” 
the report observes. 

The report of the Commis¬ 
sion notes the potential prob¬ 
lem in a proposed pulp mill 
near Ashcraft, which would 
discharge its wastes right in 
the middle of the large pink 
salmon spawning grounds in 
the Thompson River. "... 
There could be very serious 
harmful effects on the pink 
salmon, as well as the sock¬ 
eye, coho, Chinook and steek 
head In the river,” It notes. 


"This same early disap¬ 
pearance of young pink sal¬ 
mon from the estuary was 
also observed in 1964, but 
occurred about 30 days earlier 
when fish were much smaller 
in sire, and was not associ¬ 
ated with high water tempera¬ 
tures," the report explains. 

The early disappearance of 
fingerling pink salmon from 
the estuary in 1964 was 
followed by a disastrous run 
In 1965. "Thus the important 
question now Is — will the 
early emigration of fingerlings 
in 1968 be followed by a 
failure In 19697” the report 
asks.

"Another potential problem 
is the proposed diversion of 
water from Shuswap River to 
Okanagan River," the Com¬ 
mission report notes.

It says here that no team in the National Foa ball League 
has a chance to beat the Colts. Unless, of course, Johnny 
Units is heeMiy enough and Don Shula foolish enough to get 
Earl Morrall out of the lineup today in that windswept chamber 
of horrors on Cleveland's lake front. They'll mash the Browns. 

To be sure, Cleveland brought off an upset of modest 
proportions by snatching the Eastern championship from 
Dallas, but the 31-20 decision reflected preefcus little credit on 
the Browns as an attacking force. Four pass interceptions led 
to 24 of Cleveland's 30 points, all property credited to the 
defense. 

An offense that can score only-six points against Dallas 
isn’t going to make any money against the Colts. The best 
passers, receivers, and runners in the league averaged only 10 
points a game against Baltimore all through the regular 
season. 

Naturally, some bright boy in the class is going to spring 
up at this point and protest that one team scored 30 points to 
beat the Colts this year, and that team was Cleveland. 

True, but this happened in Baltimore's sixth game. The 
Colts’ next seven opponents scored a total of 32 points and five 
of them were shut off without a touchdown. In this era of the 
bomb, self-respecting hockey teams score more than that. 

One correction should be made here, though. It isn’t 
entirety accurate to say that the best passers, receivers, and 
runners in the league have failed to score against Baltimore. 
The best passer In the league hasn't even tried. His name is 
Earl Morrall, and he works the other side of the street. 

One of the great stones cf sports in 1968 is the story of this 
marvelous retread in his 13th season as an orphan at the slave 
trade. Almost always consigned to the second string and often 
unwanted in that role, this migrant worker was unappreciated 
in San Francisco, Pittsburgh, Detroit, and New York.

My vote being the only one 
counted, any resemblance be¬ 
tween these awards and an in- 
depth plebiscite is coincidental 
and highly improbable. 

The following, then, is nothing 
more than a list of personal 
prides and prejudices for 1968: 

Man of the year: Duke 
Kllington tin pcrpetuumt. Co¬ 
incidentally. for album of the 
year, the Ellington orchestra's 

And His Mother Called Him 
Bill (RCA 3906). an eternal- 
flame tribute to the memory of 
Billy Stray horn. 


Youth of the year: Craig 
Hundley. The 14-year-old pianist 
and his teen trio struck a 
powerful blow for music by 
reminding 1110 , 000.000 teleview¬ 
ers that young people are still 
concerned with the survival, 
propagation and purity of the 
jazz art. 

Woman of the year: Ella 
Fitzgerald. (Who needs explana¬ 
tions?) 

Combo of the year: The 1967 
winner improved on himself, 
elevating his quartet to the 
highest level of contemporary 
crativity. So, once again, laurels 
to vibraphonist Gary Burton. 


Citizen of the year: Pianist 
Billy Taylor, whose contribu¬ 
tions as pianist, composer, disc 
jockey, emcee, tireless toller in 
community affairs, civil rights, 
charity work, etc., provided a 
multiple service to New York 
City, to jazz and to society. 

Entrepreneur of the year: 
Darlene Chan, a pretty and 
spunky little University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Berkeley graduate 
turned promoter, who achieved 
what all the older, wiser concert 
makers knew was impossible. 
She persuaded Gil Evans and 
Miles Davis to reunite, for their 
first allied concert in six years, 
at the Berkeley Jazz Festival. 


Comeback of the year: Joe 
Venuti, who at 74 set Newport 
on its ears with his ever-loving 
swinging violin. 

College president of the year: 
Dr. Jerome Holland of Hampton 
Institute, Hamilton, Va. who 
arranged for George Wein to 
stage what was. incredibly, the

first full-scale jazz festival ever 
assembled for a predominantly 
Negro college. Other such insti¬ 
tutions hopefully will follow this 
belated initiative. 

Book of the year: George 
Simon's The Big Bands (Mao- 
raillan). 

Metamorphosis of the year: 
The conversion of Grady Tate, 
pre-eminent drummer turned 
predominant singer. 


Hutcherson quintet. Will that 
old West Coast stigma hold 
them back, or will they make 
the jazz festival circuit in 1969 
as befits then* qualifications? 

Special little green apple-fop- 
the-vocal-teacher award: To O. 
C. Smith, a jazz singer who, 
because he found himself sud¬ 
denly popular, was no longer 
called a jazz singer.

Snow Saves Plants’ Lives 


Victoria’s snow blanket can be thanked for 
saving the Garden City from becoming a 
horticultural disaster area. 

Casualties can be expected, said parks 
administrator Herbert Warren on Saturday, 
hut the thick snow will insulate plants from 
the worst effects of the record cold. 

"This is different from other cold spells 
we’ve had, where the cold has come first 
and then the snow.” 

"I don’t think the cold will have much 
effect. Generally speaking, most plants will 
stand It." 

Fuscias and eucalyptus will be among the 
fatalities, Mr. Warren predicted. Young, ten¬ 
der plants of other varieties also are suscep¬ 
tible.

Arthur Sanders, long-time head gardner at 
the Empress Hotel, also predicted that the 
cold will not denude the building of its ivy, 
as happened once before. 

On Nov. 12, 1955, the temperature dropped 
to 12.5 degrees, a record for the month that 
still stands. 

The hotel’s creeper vines were killed and it 
was several years before a hardier type of 
true ivy again clothed the Empress. 

"I don’t think there will be any effect this 
time," said Mr. Sanders.

Vacuum Thaws Out Pipes

Teenage boys can be a 
hatldy household accessory. 

All those pounds of muscle, 
energy and reverse thinking 
plus a vacuum cleaner, hair 
dryer or heating pad can be 
used to thaw out frozen pipes, 
with a plumber-approved 
method.

One possibility is the circula¬ 
tion of a note to members of the 
United Nations. 

In a statement tape-recorded 
at the San Diego Navai Base 
Hospital where he has been in 
seclusion for several days, Buch¬ 
er told his personal story. 

DEATH THREATS 

Authorities said it includes an 
account of North Korean threats 
1 to execute members of his 
crew, one at a time In his pres- 
' ence. until he yielded to de¬ 
mands that a confession be 
: signed. 

In an interview at Midway Is¬ 
land last week while the crew 
was en route home, Bucher said 
the North Koreans threatened to 
' kill him also. 

“They finally told me they 
j would kill me,” he said. "And I 
wasn’t particularly upset about 
that.” 

Bucher said the North Ko¬ 
reans tried to terrorize him by 
pretending to fire empty weap¬ 
ons at him. 

"They put me through one of 
those drills with an empty gun. 
They did this twice. I held up 
pretty well. 

“They decided that wasn't 
going to be effective, so they 
. . . threatened to commence 
shooting the most junior mem¬ 
bers of the crew In my pres¬ 
ence.” 

Bucher said his captors 
threatened to kill Fireman How¬ 
ard Edward Bland, one of the 
youngest persons on the ship 
“in my presence.” 

EARLY START 

U.S. sources said the terror 
tactics against Bucher and his 
crew began almost immediately 
after the Pueblo was seized last 
Jan. 23 while on an intelligence 
mission off the North Korean 
coast. 

On March 4 a North Korean 
ratio broadcast a so-c^Ied 
“open letter” addressed to 
[President Johnson. The letter 
said the Pueblo had intruded' 
into territorial waters at five 1 
different points nvw a 10-day 
period prior to Us capture. The 
letter called on the United, 
[States to admit the intrusion, 
[apologize and give assurances 
I that there would be no repeti¬ 
tion. 

The North Koreans released 
the Pueblo crew after the 
United Slates repudiated in ad¬ 
vance and then signed a docu¬ 
ment which acknowledged viola¬ 
tion of Korean waters, offered 
an apology and promised there 
would be no more such inci¬ 
dents. 

The United States insisted 
both before and after the sign¬ 
ing that the statement signed 
was false. It was signed only to 
gain release of the crew.

In young babies, the nitrates 
could cause a chemical reaction 
that could destroy the blood's 
oxygen-carrying power, leading 
possibly to choking and death, 
he told the American Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Sci¬ 
ence in Dallas. 

He referred to a Montreal 
study which found high concen¬ 
trations of nitrates in commer¬ 
cial brand; of spinaeh and beets 
for babies. Repeating a state¬ 
ment he made last February in 
New York, Dr. Commoner said 
the high levels of nitrogen prod¬ 
ucts in Canadian-packed baby 
foods exceed recognized safe 
levels. 

Dr. Morrison replied that 
"Commoner goes arcxmd saying 
these things without any medi¬ 
cal evidence to support him.'* 
HEALTHY BABIES 

The Ottawa researcher said 
an experiment with 20 babies 
during the past year showed no 
dangerous chemical change in 
baby food exposed to bacteria 
from the mouths of the badies. 

Dr. Commoner was reported 
to have responded in St. Louis 
that European research has pro¬ 
vided evidence of danger.

is grown purely for the beauty of its 
foliage; it blooms at intervals in spring 
and summer with daisy-like yellow 
flowers but, on account of WpTV- 
unpleasam odor, they are usually 
removed. 

Gynura has a tendency to become 
leggy and sprawling, but it may be cut 
back at any time and allowed to 
regenerate from the roots. Slips will 
mot quite readily, and these new plants 
should have their tips nipped off when 
about five inches tall to promote a more 
compact, bushier shape. 


plain peat moss, which Is sterile, but 
the peat should be loose in the pot — 
not pressed down as you would soil — 
and it should be kept only just barely 
moist, never sodden. 


SICK IVY (A. H., Nanaimo)— I 
could find no evidence of disease or 
bugs on the leaves of variegated ivy you 
sent me. and I suspect that the 
yellowing and browning of the leaves 
has been caused by over-watering. 
Plants with yellow, white or cream 
markings on their leaves seem to be 
particularly susceptible to over-water¬ 
ing. 

You had better remove all affected 
leaves, water sparingly, and give no 
fertilizer at all until the plant starts to 
make fresh growth, which should be in 
February or March. Winter sun won't 
hurt it — in fact, if will benefit from 
exposure — but it should be sHaded in 
summer. 


CLIMBING HYDRANGEA (C. E. 
O’N., Duncan) — Although Hydrangea 
petiolaris is an excellent climber, it will 
fail to cling to some types of walls. The 
aerial roots will usually attach them¬ 
selves quite firmly to a wood surface or 
roughened brick, but I have known it to 
fail against new stucco. I suspect stucco 
must be exposed to the weather for a 
year or so before the surface is 
congenial to the aerial roots. 

’ Wind movement is another factor. 
Frequent shifts of position will prevent 
the aerial roots from taking firm hold 
of the wall's surface. If exposed to the 
wind, the stems should be anchored to 
the wall in some way so no movement 
is possible.

GERANIUM SLIPS <K. McG., Vic¬ 
toria) — It is very common to find 
geranium slips turning black and rotting 
at the base. This is due to a fungus 
infection called Black Leg. and a 
contributing factor is over-watering or 
attempting to root the cuttings in a jar 
of water. 

A good way to prevent this is to dust 
the lower portion of each slip with 
Rootone, a rooting hormone preparation 
that contains a powerful fungicide as 
one of its ingredients. The hormone 
stimulates the earlier rooting of the 
slips, thereby shortening the susceptible 
period, while the fungicide prevents the 
invasion of the, Black Leg infecting 
organisms. 

Geranium slips will root readily in 


PURPLE PLANT (E. J.. Col wood) — 
The potted houseplant you bought — 
green leaves covered'with purple hairs 
— is Gynura. pronounced jy-NOOR-a, 
and is sometimes nicknamed the Purple 
Velvet plant.

In that year there was snow 
before Christmas, a heavy 
snowfall between Christmas and 
the New Year, and then came 
the below zero readings. “We 
never saw the green grass till 
March.” Mr. Wilson recalled. 

He said he wouldn't give "any 
odds on chances o t a similar 
winter this year.” 

CHAIN WARNING 

Driving 'conditions over the 
Hump and along the Port 
Albemi-Tofino Road were diffi¬ 
cult and police warned motor¬ 
ists not to attempt the journeys 
without snow tires and chains. 

About 51.200 worth of damage 
was caused to a car, driven by 
George West of Port Albemi, 
when the vehicle flipped over a 
25-foot embankment on The 
Hump.

An unnatural cold spell is bad 
enou^i without confusing every¬ 
one with inaccurate reports 
about the chill factor. Greater 
Victoria’s top weatherman said 
Saturday night. 

Allan F. McQuarrie, chief 
government meteorologist at 
Victoria airport, said determin¬ 
ing the chill factor is quite com¬ 
plicated, involves many factors 
and sometimes is even psycho¬ 
logical to nature. 

He was critical of the fact that 
too many sources considered 
only the existing temperature' 
and the wind speed in arriving, 
at what they termed a chill fac¬ 
tor temperature. 

RATE OF COOLING 

"This provides only a rate of 
cooling, not a temperature,” he 
said. 

Mr. McQuarrie has many, 
scientific ways of describing the 
chill factor, but says it boils, 
down simply to the cooling effect' 
of wind on human flesh. 

There is no pat way of measur¬ 
ing this, he said. It can be in¬ 


fluenced by many things includ¬ 
ing sunlight and even, what and 
when a person ate. 

ERROR CORRECTED 

An error that needed correc¬ 
tion, he said, was a report that 
the chill factor could be deter¬ 
mined by deducting one degree 


for each mile per hour move¬ 
ment of the wind. 

One other point: The chill 
factor has no bearing on care. 

The functioning of the car 
depends on the actual, temper¬ 
ature as it appears on the 
thcimometer and is not influ¬ 
enced by the wind.

Pohce Sgt. Fred Bindersen, this 
kind of fun can end in tragedy. 

A complaint that a car driver 
was towing a child was investi- 
vated by Saanich police Satur¬ 
day.

Pink Salmon Run Outlook Shrinking 


Prospects have fizzled for 
the biggest-ever Juan de Fuca 
Strait pink salmon run, which 
had been confidentially pre¬ 
dicted in some quarters for 
1969, 

Purse seiners who fished in 
the San Juan Islands last July 
have predicted a failure for 
the Juan de Fuca pink salmon 
run in 1969 and base their 
predictions on their sightings 
of emigrating pink fingerlings, 
which approximated what 
they saw in 1964, which was 
followed by the 1965 failure of 
the pink salmon run. 


1965 the average annual catch 
in the same area was 337,000 
pink salmon. 

Troll catch of Fraser- River 
sockeye rose in two years 
from less than one per cent of 
the total Canadian cartch to 7.1 
per cent in 1967. 

The IPSC report notes that 
because of the rapidly in¬ 
creasing troll catches, the 
percentage of the remainder 
of the runs available for 
racial management in the 
inside net fisheries of Conven¬ 
tion waters is declining. 

It warns that some sharp 


readjustments would be re¬ 
quired in the future if these 
changes in catches are not to 
impair management and con¬ 
servation of salmon resources.

In United States waters, it 
is recommended that no net 
fishing be permitted In Juan 
de Fuca Strait, west of 
Angeles Point, until Sept. 1 to 
protect the anticipated poor 
Washington State pink salmon 
runs.

"We then propose to convert 
St. Luke’s house so that the 
present dormitory space will 


become classroom and teach¬ 
ing area. The existence of the 
school library in the same 
building provides for a con¬ 
venient means of access for 
reference and study by the 
pupils within the same build¬ 
ing where they receive in¬ 
struction in class." 04 

Mr. Russ said the next step 
would be to demolish the old 
lodge and adjacent existing 
classroom facilities. 

Then the fourth dormitory 
will be built, providing for an 
ant icipated enrollment in¬ 
crease from 150 to 200 girls by 
September, 1970. 

Further plans, said Mr. 
Russ would include a heated, 
covered swimming pool, ac¬ 
quisition of additional land for 
recreation, an extension of 
gymnasium facilities and con¬ 
struction of a new science 
building to house equipment 


and classrooms for physics 
and chemistry instructors. 

‘"fhe school already owns 
several small sailing craft and 
others will be acquired in the 
immediate future so that 
pupils may be safely taught 
on-the water in small boats 
unHer sail and also with 
power units.” 

Video-Tape 

He said that the school had 
acquired video-tape equip¬ 
ment, epidiascope i n s t r u- 
ments, new microscope in¬ 
struments for the science 
faculty, a new sound equii>- 
ment for the music depart¬ 
ment and new office machi¬ 
nery.

SHAWNIGAN LAKE 
— Strathcona Lodge is 
still shown on maps as an 
E&N station. But things 
have changed consider¬ 
ably since the CPR built 
the lodge in 1906. 

Now it is a rapidly-growing 
girls’ school which is due to 
undergo a $1,190,000 transfor¬ 
mation. 

The late Miss Minnie GildeR 
started the school in 1927 
after she had taken over the 
CPR building. 

“The lodge still stands in 
somewhat decayed grandeur,” 
says Arthur Russ, chairman 
of the board of governors. 

Master Plan 

“Hundreds of girls have 
used its rooms as dormitories, 
assembly hall, dining area 
and otherwise.” 

However, with the money 
available in the form of a 
Central Mortgage and Housing 
loan, the board will be able to 
go ahead with a master plan 
which caters for an enrolment 
of 160 pupils. 

Mr. Russ said the main 
building is to be named the 
Guthrie Building in honor of 
the headmistress, Mrs. I. fV. 
Guthrie and her husband, the 
late C. C. Guthrie, "a great 
friend of the school during the 
seven years of Its renewed life 
until he died In 1966.” 

Travel Problem 

Enrolment fell during the 
Second World War, partly 
because of the difficulties 
experienced by overseas stu¬ 
dents in travelling. 

“By the end of the war, the 
health of Miss Gildea had 
declined.” said Mr. Russ, 
“and shortly after her retire¬ 
ment the school closed until 
1959.” 

In that year Mrs. Guthrie — 
who was the first pupil 
enrolled when Miss Gildea 
founded the school — took on 
the responsibility of reviving 
the lodge as a residential 
girls’ school. 

Civil engineers who in¬ 
spected the old lodge in 1966, 
gave it a safe lifespan of five 
years. 

The board decided 1 on a 
building program. The archi¬ 
tects’ master plan was ap¬ 
proved, subject to minor 
modifications. 

Four Dormitories 

A new gymnasium was 
planned originally but the 
project will not be carried out 
immediately. The existing 
gymnasium will be retained 
antf may be modified to 
provide for the additional 
number of students who have 
arrived at the school in recent 
years. 

There will be four dormi¬ 
tories, each originally planned 
to house 40 girls with a 
resident housem is tress. How¬ 
ever the master plan- Was 
revised when the governors 
became aware of extended 
National Housing Act provi¬ 
sions which enabled residen¬ 
tial schools to apply for 
mortgage money for residen¬ 
tial and ancillary facilities. 

Consequently It was decided 
to provide for 50 girls in each 
dormitory. The decision will 
mean that St Matthew house, 
completed in September, will 
have to be exl'epd^fl r .to cope 
with tha additional ;girl3.

From Walhachin to Arctic Russia 


By ERIC SISMEY 

The complete ttory of Walhachin may never be 
told. Motorists travelling Trans-Canada No. 1 between 
Cache Creek and Savona may not even notice weath¬ 
ered snags among the sage brush that once were apple 
trees, or the rotting piles of lumber, the remains of the 
flume which carried water from Deadman Creek to 
what could well have been an orchard community 
rivalling, perhaps excelling, the Okanagan. One man. 
Jack Craig of Osoyoos, was there at its heyday: he was ^ 
there when it fell apart. 


John Campbell Craig whs bom at 
Amprior in the Ottawa valley Jan. 
24. 1888. His lather owned and 
of>crated a flour mill, large lor its 
day. The grain and Iced part of the 
business is still in family hands. 

After conventional schooling to 
collegiate level Jack turned his eyes 
westward and with brother George 
and two boyhood friends, a carload 
of effects, machinery and four 
horses was shipped to Saskatchewan 
in 1904. The four young men euch 
homesteaded adjacent quarter sec¬ 
tions about MX) miles southwest of 
Saskatoon. They were the first hi a 
district still criss-crossed with buf¬ 
falo trails. 

Homestead requirements, beside 
the cultivation of a certain amount 
of land, included the erection of a 
dwelling and living on the land for a 
specified length of time. The four 
homesteaders met this requirement 
rather ingeniously by building the 
house In such a way that the 
common earner was in the centre of 
the large kitchen and each man's 
room was on his own land. 

Jack recalls that it was n hard 
and lonely life; visitors were rare. 
The nearest atore was at Zealandia 
30 miles away. There was neither 
water nor wood on their land. Both 
had to be hauled. A round trip for 
water was about 12 miles and by the 
time the six barrels reached the 
ranch a lot of water hud slopped - 
over end the four horses tad fosir 
oxen belonging to our pah drank 
most of what was left, 

Jack was the cook. He learned In 
bake bread before leaving home and 
most of the meat for the table came 
from the antelope and prairie 
chicken which lived round about ki 
great numbers. 

After proving their land brothers 
Jack dnd George decided that 
prairie farming wus not for them. 
Theft father, swayed by glowing 
repoHs of the Okanugarf, bought, 
night unseert, 20 acre* of planted 
orchard in Prairie Valley, Summer- 
land. and another 10 acres in Peach 
Valiey. The land-did not Bve up to 
its promise; the soil was poor and 
alkaline. 

For the next few yenrs. while 
waiting for his trees to grow. Jack 
worked wherever work could be 
found. He dug ditches, built flumes, 
planted trees, picked stones and, 
well you name it, until early bt lfU 
he accepted a straw boss Job at 
Walhachin. 

Walhachin, said to be derived 
from an Indian word meaning 
bountiful land, was the brainchild at 
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C. E. Barnes, an enterprising 
American. Land on the norlhside of 
the Thompson River, about 3.000 
acres wss bought for a dollar an 
acre. Later a company known as the 
British Columbia Horticultural 
Estatea was organised and an 
additional tract of 1,500 acres an the 
south bank was developed. 

A storage dam was built at 
Deadman Lake and irrigation water 
brought 20 miles from Deadman 
Creek to the project in a six-foot 
ditch. Canyons and rock bluffs w e re 
bri dg e d or skirted by wooden flume* 
supported an treaties. 

Plans lor settlement were 
Initiated by the company and 
inducements compared with the 
present prices were fantastic. 
Planted orchards were offered from 
$350 an acre; implanted land for 

Woo. 

The Marquis at Angietea became 
Int e res te d and la said to have spent 
over a million. A fine hotel was 
built; a goU course, tennis courts, 
football fleM and a skating rink 
were among the impro v e m e n t s and 
WsJh&chta became not only flourish¬ 
ing but fashionable. 

By ISIS the former sage brush 
covered land had been transformed 
kilo a garden of gro w ing orchards 
■nd at oamfartable houses sur¬ 
rounded by trees and lawns and 
flowers Such seat the project to 
which Jack Craig was engaged In 
help supervise Its development 

In August, 1914, when the drums 
of war began a tattoo, Walls chin set 
a record unmatched by any oom- 
immity under the Union Jack. From 
a male population at 107, 97 

volunteered. 

Casualties were heavy and when 
a cloudburst washed miles of Duma 
and ditch away it marked the 
br^umiag of the aid. The marquis 
had reached bis financial limit and a 
request to the provincial government 
to share the cost at repair was 
Ignored. 

Sometimes tales art told that 
disparage the early set tiers. The 
name "remittance man" has beta 
used unkindly. Certainly there was 
frivolity sandwiched b etwee n band 
work; there was polo, coyote 
hunting by red-coated riders, but 
Wskiachin was ftourMitoc and while 
it Is true that many of the 
newcomers were "greia" no one can 
say they were "yellow." 

As the men h u rrie d to England, 
Many le a ving everything behind. 
Jack Oaig left too. But first ha 
r et u rned to Ms home kt Skmer- 
land. In n ea rb y PraHcloo he e uUsS ed 
bt the Mth Battalion at Victoria 
whore after short training at 
Willows Camp the battalion followed

the First Contingent overseas. The 
convoy consisting of about 15 ships, 
troopships and escorts sailed from 
Halifax. Nearing St Geosge's Chan¬ 
nel, after bring warned at the 
of enemy submarines, the 
convoy took shelter at Q u ee ns town, 
Ireland, until it was sate to pro cee d 
to Liverpool. 

In England the 90th encamped at 
ShornclUe until the battalion was 
ordered to France, Soon after 
landing the battalion was broken to 
banish replacements for older units 
and Jack Craig, perhaps became of 
Ma Scottish name, was mustered 
into the 48th Highlanders b us 
Toronto ^ 

Jack saw action early enough to 
be at Yprea at the time of the flrat 
Saa attack by the Germane, April 23- 
23, 11U. Later be was wounded at 
Fes tubes! and boaptiaUaed at South¬ 
end-on-Sea. 

By Christmas 1*15, Se rg e i! 
Oaig was baok in the line where ha 
saw action at Messkies Ridge and 
again at Yprea. On the Somme la 
1918 he s u ff e red severe eaneuaakm. 
He waa returned to England, 
hospitalised, then placed on the 
reserve where he served as toatruo- 

tion sergeant 

After Rueila was out of His war 
and the ouuutry in the thrnaa of 
revolution Great Britain dispatched 
a small expeditio n ary force to Arctic 
Russia. 

At Folks tone in 1917 volunteers 
tor service In Murmansk were 
called. It was printed out, emphati¬ 
cally, that the mission was danger 
cus and safe return pr ob l emsHr al. 
Sfac mm stepped from the ranks; 
one of the six was Sergsnt Jack 
Craig. 

The ship, a nameless eld tub, 
sailed from Leith, port at Edin¬ 
burgh, bound far MunnanMt by a 
roundabout course nr tree ary be¬ 
cause German U-boats were cat the 
prowl. Jack remem bers ri gh tin g 
Ire la nd and Greenland while the 
Alp slowly, but at fuD speed, 
steamed through Denmark Strait 
before turning eastward to North 
Cape and Murmansk. 

Although high above the Cbde, 
Murmansk h w aim ed by the Gulf 
Stream; Us harbor ice-free the year 
round. The town, as Jack remem¬ 
bers It, was the most miserable 


place he had ever seen. There was 
nothing but shacks, crowded with 
refugees trying to escape from the 
blood-bath of the Bolshevik revolu¬ 
tion. 

From Murmansk Sergeant Craig 
waa moved to Kola on the White 
Sea, and from there to Kandalaksha 
where he was assigned to a reindeer 
train loading supplies of all kinds for 
the White Russian army at Lenin¬ 
grad. The train consisted of about 80 
large sleds, each with its Lapland 
driver and about 250 reindeer to do 
the work. 

In answer to my queries. Jack 
replied that In spite of the cold to 45 
below zero he was comfortable in 
garments that had met the needs of 
the Shackleton Antarctic expedition. 
Reindeer, he added, fed on the moss 
they uncovered by pawing down 
through the snow. The mission 
failed; the train completed only 
about half of the 600-mile Journey 
before the warm winds of spring 
melted the snow away. 

At Murmansk five trawlers 
arrived to take the Britishers horns 
ahd on Jack’s ship some 30 English 
soldiers were under his command. 
Soon after sailing engine trouble 
forced a call at Aleksandrovak 
where. Sergeant Craig recalls a 
strange incident '1 had gone ashore 
to stretch my legs when a woman 
ran up to me, somewhat breath¬ 
lessly She was English She handed 
me a letter to be pasted in London. 
Just then the whistle blew to 
summon me back to the ship. I 
never did learn why the English 
woman was living, seemingly 
stranded, almost in the shadow of 
the north pole." 

After rounding North Cape, Jack 
enjoyed the voyage along the coast 
of Norway to Bergen. He waa 
knpressed by the beauty of the 
fjords, the off-lore islands, the tidy 
villages and the clean, well dressed, 
smiltog people. From Bergen the 
five t ra wler s crossed to Lerwick in 
the Shetlands and by this time were 
short of food. 

At Lerwick Sergeant Craig pre¬ 
sented ■ list of needed food to the 
supply officer who examined It and 
growled. 

"Dent you know we have not yet 
rec ov ered from the war?” 

"Perhaps I know better than 
you," Sergeant Craig replied. "I 
have been In It since 19141" 

Leaving the She 11 in da stifl a bit 
short of grub, the ships coasted 
along Scotland and England to 
Port sm o u th where the men en- 
tratoed for London. On reaching 
Itadon, Sergeant Oaig. after post¬ 
ing the m ys te rious letter, tried to 
■ecure passage to Canada. This was 
not easy as bis service in Arctic 
Russian seemed to have separated 
him from everything Canadian and 
tor sue time he waa shunted front 
camp to camp. Ripen. Shomcliffe 
and Whitney. 

In time passage to Canada was 
secured and Sergeant Craig sailed 
frwn Liverpool. He received his 
disch arge at St. Jobna. N.B. and 
from there Journeyed to Us parents’ 
home la Amprior in May. 1919. 

IXirfog the year spent at home 
his father tried to persuade him to 
H| kr the family business but the 
we rt be ckoned and to 1920 he 
rrtUFa ®d to his borne in Summer- 
land.

in the First World War. Later Beit 
went into the lumbering business. 

Meanwhile, A 1 b e r-t ’■ brother, 
John, in 1886, had built the ftrst 
hotel, of logs, known as the Sea 
View Hotel. When it burnt down 
about 10 years later, John built the 
Rod und Gun in 1895 on a lot 
purchased from Nelson Parks, from 
whom Parksville was later named. 
(Earlier, there was talk of calling 
the settlement Hirstvllle, but the 
family declined the honor. Today, 
Hirst Street, on the north side of the 
hotel, commemorates this founding 
family.) 

After John’s death a few years 
later, his widow Ann managed the 
inn. Anne, bom in Pontytmol, South 
Wales, came to Nanaimo in 1876 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Morgan Harris who settled on 
Newcastle Island. Mrs. Hirst ran the 
Rod und Gun from its colorful early 
days until she sold it in 1919 to the 
Cook family, with 10 acres of land 
for J 8 . 000 . 

In 1900 Ann builf*a new post office 
end telephone office near the Hotel. 
Postmistress until 1947, she died in 
August. 1950, at the age of 86. 

Herjjranddaughter Mrs. Jo Rodin 
lives in one of the oldest houses Just 
two blocks from the hotel. The 
Rodins have some of the few 
remaining pictures of the old Rod 
and Gun—I am very grateful for the 
loan of the photographs. 

Bert recalls the early 1900s when 
the first school was always short of 
students. Both he and Otto Renz 
(now 91 and a Langford resident) 


the then unnamed river it. the 1850s. 
Soon after, in 1857, John Hirst pre¬ 
empted more than 300 acres on both 
Bides of the stream. 

John Hirst, from England and 
Australia, was a pioneer merchant 
of Nanaimo. He was an alderman on 
the first council with Mayor Bates. 
He purchased the large tract on the 
Englishman’s River to raise cattle, 
which he sent there by boat. As no 
anchorage existed the cows had to 
swim ashore. 

As the farm prospered on the 
fertile lands, Mr, Hirst built a dike 
at the river's mouth, thus adding 
some even richer soil. Supplies were 
brought in by boat or trail from 
Nanaimo. John’s son, Albert, built a 
home there. For 10 years the Hirsta 
were the only white settler*. 

In the late 1880s disaster struck 
the settlement. The river flooded 
and burst the dikes, spilling over the 
grazing land*. The whole farm was 
Inundated. A 1 b e r t’s family was 
marooned for three days In their 
house, with water up to the aitis. 
After the wuter* receded, the Hirst 
family went to California, abandon¬ 
ing the farm. 

A few year* later they resettled on 
Higher ground. The dike waa not 
rebuilt, the sea reclaiming the 
fertile lands. 

Albert's son, Bert, recalled the 
day* on the family farm. Game was 
abundant. He bagged all the grouse 
and deer he desired. 

He alio shot several cougar*. 
When he wu* 18, he served overseas

pupils. Even Joseph Hirst. In his 20s, 
volunteered to fill the roll, but sat 
outside the building, smoking hla 
pipe. 

Ann Hirst’s son, Morgan, now 74 
and a manager of the Royal 
Olympic Hotel In Victoria, suys that 
the Rod and Gun was a popular stop 
for the stages on the Alhcrnl trail. It 
wus also a headquarters for poll* 
tic Ians stumping the Island. 

Morgan recalls my grandfather. 
Ell Harrison, staying at the inn 
overnight while travelling to Port 
Albcml as circuit Judge. Later he 
was host to Uncle Victor, a frequent 
guest. * 

Since 1919 the hotel has changed 
hands many times. One of the better 
known hosts was Jim Washington 
who ran the Inn during the 1940s. A 
taxi-operator from Vancouver, ho 
made Parksville renowned for tho 
international dog trials which he in¬ 
stated. 

Jim Kingsley, well-known Parks- 
vllle booster and historian, was tho 
secretary. A great sportsman, Mr. 
Washington was a forrryer president 
of the Vancouver Fish and Game 
Association. Later he served a* 
village chairman and magistrate 
before returning to Vancouver. Tho 
dog trials endud soon after his do- 
parture. 

The present owners are Ray 
Falrservice and his son Ray, who 
took over the hotel In 1964. Tho 
father was a millwright at the old 
Red Gap Mill on Nanoose Bay, south 
of ParktvIUo. The wtorlst can still 
see the many pilrtg on which the 
mill stood, sinking in the sand just 
opposite the Arbutus Grove Park, 
where the Island Highway hugs the 
seashore. 

Both the new owners are popular 
Island sportsmen. Son Ray, has 
added a motto to the Rod and Gun 
— "Home of the Sportsman.” Tho 
Falrservlcet have made some 
renovation*. In fact, the Rod and 
Gun has been added to and 
remodelled through the years; yet 
the core Is the same hotel built In 
1895. 

RIesscd with good management 
throughout Its history, the Rod and 
Gun will remain a Parksville 
landmark, at the crossroads of a 
great tourist and sportsman's 
paradise.

When in Parks ville , 
I had often stopped eti 
the Rod and Gun Hafyd* 
A chance visit there one 
Sunday with my Uncle 
Victor unfolded a history, 
both of the inn and of 
early Parksville. 


My uncle, Victor B. Harrison, 
former lawyer and most-often- 
eiected mayor of Nanaimo, at 85 
years Is a storehouse of Information 
about Vancouver Island. Over after¬ 
noon tea at the Rod and Gun Cafe, 
he told me that he had known the 
Hirst family who had built the hotel. 
Later, he asked the charming young 
waitress, named Irene, If she knew 
any of the Hirst family and whore 
they now lived. 

Her mother, Irene, who lenses 
and manages the restaurant, told us 
they were new to Parksville—only a 
year In residence. She and her 
family were 1956 Hungarian refu¬ 
gees. Irene had previously managed 
the Klngswuy Hotel and Cafe at 
port Albcml. 

In May, 1967, she had taken over 
the Rod and Gun’s restaurant.^Slto 
told us that Bert Hirst a neptv-w 
of the founder, lived In Room 10. 

Bert Is a plenaant, active man of 
71 who enjoys relating stories of 
early Parksville. He showed us his 
birth certificate dated 1897 at 
Englishman River, B.C., the settle¬ 
ment’s first name. From talk* with 
Bert and other members of the 
Hirst family, as well ns Jm» 
Kingsley, Ron Thwaltes, Dudley 
Wlckett, and after some research in 
the provincial library, I obtained tho 
following historical account. 

The first settlement, English¬ 
man River, got its name when .m 
Englishman drowned while crossing

There is considerable concern in this area over garbage dumps, which, even on the 
outskirts of any city, are undesirable. But, there was a time when the city dump, situated 
in the heart of Victoria and swarming with rats and other crawling creatures, as well as 
emiting vile odors, provided the foundation for one of our most important attractions, 
the Crystal Garden, which, before too long, will crumple under the wrecker’s hammer.

The beginning of the Crystal 
Carden story goes back almost to 
the turn of the century, when the 
business men of Victoria, a vision¬ 
ary and aggressive lot, determined 
to get the town moving and escape 
being sidetracked by the upcoming 
and domineering neighbor Vancou - 
ver, which , at that time, schemed 
to move the legislative buildings, 
stone by stone, across the Gulf of 
Georgia. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway, without wtxae 
assistance Victoria might still be a smal, but, 
beautiful village on the perimeter erf the world, 
launched a program to make the Capital the 
centre of the tourist industry on the North Pacific 
Const. It began building a fleet erf palatial 
•learners, starting with the Princess Victoria and, 
then, the Princess Charlotte, and, inaugurated 
what was to beccme known, as the Triangle 
Service, which linked Victoria with Vancouver 
and Seattle. 

The genius behind this program was Oapt. J. 
W. Troup, who. in the years to come, established 
the famous Princess fleet. He was to find an aHy 
In triyy Barnard, of the famed family which 
operated the Barnard Express to Barkecviiie in 
the gold rush days. 

Troup and Barnard watched the flwe trf 
tourists into Victoria Increase and they feft the 
city needed a new hotel. They laid their plans. 
Troup was to feel out CPR officials in Montreal 
and Barnard was to enter city council and 
champion the deal, if one could be arranged 
First, Barnard served as an alderman In 1902 and 
1903 but, when his influence was required to put 
over the deal, he became mayor in IBM and 1906. 

Understandably, the 25,000 residents of Vic¬ 
toria were rocked an toeir heck when the 
magnitude erf the proposed dsrf was unveiled. It 
called for construction at toe Causeway and 
removal of toe wooden bridge which served toe 
James Bay district Then, d redges would pump 
mud irom the Innet^Hatbor sod, combined wito 
send and gravel from the Spring Ridge sandpta 
fill in a sufficient arm to provide a frontage nrf 
440 feet on Government Street, 553 feet on 
Humboldt Street. 568 feet an Britavtte Street and 
360 feet on a new street, w+Sch would link up 
Douglas Street, whtoh ended at Humboldt, with 
toe other end of toe Ad an Bedevilk, This would 
leave most of toe easterly part of the oW 
tnudflata, extending almost to fit. Ann's Academy 
and indudtog the present site of the Crystal 
Carden, available tor a city dump. 

In addition, the City agreed to provide free 
•rater and to exempt the hotel from lund and 
jknprovetnet* taxes lor a period of 15 years. 

For ha part, toe CPR agreed to build a hotel 
to coat at lew* $300,000 (toe actual cost was 
$1,500,000) and to keep it open, at aE times, tor a 
period of 50 years. 

The 1903 city council approved toe deni and 
•then the bylaw was submitted lb toe ratepayers 
ft was endorsed overwhelmingly by 1205, tor, and 
46, against. 

The hotel, named the Empress, which was to 
become the trademark of Ms ocean liners and, 
later, of its jet-planes, was opened with much 
•ntaare an Jan. 20, 3906, and proved such an 
attraction tor United States visitors, that toe 
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south wing of 100 room* was built in 1911, 
bringing the room total to 260. In 1928, on the eve 
af \he Great Depression, the CPR built the north 
wing of 345 rooms. The actual coat erf the existing 
complex is not known but, unofficially, it has been 
set in the neighborhood of $15,000,000. 

Ever since the grand opening back in 1906, The 
Empress has been the centre of the social, 
business and political life of Victoria. Reunions, 
banquets, family parties, chidren's balls, conven¬ 
tions, afternoon teas, club gatherings, cabarets 
and evening musicals, have given The Empress 
an atmosphere few hotels, even with old world 
flavor, have possessed. Kings, queens, presi¬ 
dents, prime ministers, movie stars, financiers 
up to the Rotbchildi, and just ordinary folks have 
trod upon its rugs and carpets, slept In the old 
brass beds and dined in luxury. 

Time passed rapkfiy, the First Wwtd War was 
over and the Roaring Twenties were wel 
tmderway when it was realized that the 15-year 
period of free water and taxes for The Empress 
had ended. It waa 1823. If toe City played toe role 
of Shy lock M could demand its pound at flesh by 
tonpatang full rates on the hotel. A compromi s e 
was sought by both parties. 

Behind The Empress an Douglas Street was 
The Stadium, whtoh had been told out on part of 
toe city dump. Grandstand and bleachers held 
1,500 spectators and two confirmed baaebal men. 
Jack RMhet and Jack O'Brien, had tost 
considerable money financing a professional 
bsaehal team, whtoh played to toe Pacific 
International League along wMh Vancouver, 
Seattle, Tacoma and Spokane. 

Also, a man, abscessed with a desire to keep 
Canada's national game of lacrosse alive, (ton 
Jones, who owned s string of tobacco shops In 
Vancouver, placed a professional team, headed 
by the famous player, Billy Fitzgerald, in Victoria 
and used The Stadium tor home games. 
Vancouver and New Westminster were the other 
dubs. 

Neither pro baflebeS, nor pro lacnase, could 
get sufficient support and The Stadium was 
serving no use In 1823, but it was to be the trump 
card in negotiations between the CPR and 
City Council over toe Empress. This resulted in 
the CPR agreeing to build on the city’s property 
of just over two acres, toe Crystal Garden at a 
oast of $250,000, and, to operate M for a period at 
20 years, «4th the right of renew®! tor another 20 
years. The city, tor Its pari, would fix the taxes 
on toe hotel at $15,000 amuatty and charge a flat 
rate of $5,000 tor water. 

The agreement had to be submitted to the 
rate payees and immediately, toe old cry of "give¬ 
away," was raised by theme who dislike 
corporations. The businessmen of that tone, met 
this opposition head on, and, with toe aid of 
Mayor Reginald Hayward and his council, started 
an active campaign "to eliminate this home of 


rata and creeping things, where mud is on top of 
mud and many feet of city rubbish.” 

One of the pamphlets Issued said in tribute to 
the CPR: 

"The old side wheel steamboat hag given way 
to modem liners; acres of tideflats, Avhere the 
odors of Araby blew, have given woy^o showy, 
perfumed gardens, surrounding a hotel home, the 
Empress; an old wooden headquarters ait the 
docks has given way to a modem stone block. 
And, now, to absorb two more acres of that 
frontage, which gives off foul smells, our Old 
Friend, the CPR.' proposes to put the same to 
useful purpose by frfanting it into a botanical 
garden, surrounding a centre of delight.’’ 

The opposition was headed by John Dean, tt 
sincere and well-meaning man of considerable 
means, win did many fine things tor this area. 
The spirited controversy went right down to the 
day of decision, Dee. 29, 1923, when the bytaw, 
known as the Amusement Bylaw, was voted on. 

Result ... For 2,909; Against. 352. 

The vote, eight-for-one, was regarded as "a 
source at jubilation." 

The CPR oalled upon Frank M. Rattertbury, 
the architect who had designed the leglstetivw 
buildings and The Empress, to prepare plans far 
the Amusement Centre, later renamed Crystal 
Garden. The pod, which would use salt water, 
waa to be 350 feet long and 40 feet wkta, 
ttoampionshlp size at that time. There would ba 
two ballroom* and a theatre and the roof wouM 
be an adaption of Crystal Palace in London, 
*#rfch meant a complete glass roof. 

The architect prod u ce d a building with eye 
appeal. The symmetry and outward style has won 
wide aoetakn, but, InaMe, toe building has mwiy 
•enkxjs drawbacks. Instead of two bail rooms and 
toe theatre there should have been one large 
auditorium, which could have filled many 
requirements in the years ahead. The " g reet* 
house," as the roof has been referred to, has bean 
a oontinuoui source of annoywwe. It has leaked 
badly and with condensation, an umbrella could 
he helpful at times. The ventilation waa a 
d rawb ack when dances were held, as, there were 
anstant drafts when the wkndowi were opened. 
The salt water, which was pumped front 
Horsetooc Bay on the Dallas waterfront, fouled 
up the circulating pumps and pipes and toe 
electrolysis was so bad to 1955 that, to save toe 
plant, a switch was made to fresh water, which 
was always kept at a temperature of 78 degree*. 

When the drilling for foundation* failed to 
find bedrock at a reasonable depth, due to the 
type at HM, it wa* decided to set the buttdSng on a 
huge concrete pad. 

The date tor toe afINcial opening of toe 
Orytaia! Garden was set for June 25, 1925, and tor 
pttolic swimming the next day. The Citizens 
Committee, which had staged the vigorous 
campaign to get the Garden, decided to have a 
three-day Crystal Garden Carnival, with a queen, 
princesses and a variety of high jkrfcs. It turned 
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Queen FaMi was crowned on fiw Sspi at the 
legislative buildings by Lieutenant-Govera* 
Walter C. Niool. The broad lawns wars said to be 
“teething" with 1,000 s pecta to r s and the 
celebrated 5th Regiment Band, without which r» 
ceremony would be csxnpiete, waa then In Its 
black and red uniforms and pkh helmets. 

With Queen Fhlth on Ma asm, and 
accompanied by Mayor Cteri Pendray, who had 
succeeded Reg. Hayward, Lieutenant-Governor 
Nfchoi walked to the Crystal Garden and, wMi a 
special key. unlocked the front door and declared 
it open. Then followed the banquet tor which the 
guests paid S5 a plate. 

The honor of swimming the first length of the 
pool went to Kathy Well bum and her brother. 
Tommy, swam an extra distance. To Art Stott, 
than a stripling of IS, went the glory of making 
the first dive from the three-metre springboard. 
Art continued to improve Mi diving style and in 
1932, in the Crystal pool where part of tile tryouts 
tor the Canadian team for the Olympic Games in 
Los Angeles was held was selected as one of the 
divers. 

The Crystal Garden Carnival featured a three- 
day Canadian swimming championship gala, with 
tour titles at stake, two for mm and hoc for 
women. Victoria's greatest woman swimmer, 
Audrey Griffin, we* at the peak of her form, and, 
won both the women’s 100 and 200-yard Canadian 
championships. 

In the men’s events, Tommy WeSbum 
finished third in the men’s 500-yard championship 
and Bill Peden, who later became the world's 
champion six-day bicycle rider, finished third in 
the men’s breaststroke. 

Two other Victoria women, Mrs. Robert 
Hlbberson and Grade WeUbum, gave exhibitions 
in diving and fancy swimming. 

Another show in connection with the'Carnival 
was I van hoe, a spectacular staged for three days 
in the Patrick Arena by the Gyro Otto. There 
were more than 500 participants, with homes and 
knights in armour, cavorting about on the ice 
surface, which had been covered with a toot of 
tan-bark. 

Tire Carnival over, Victorians settled back 
and revelled in reading the extensive newspaper 
and magazine articles, which rolled off the 
presses In an endless s trea m . Nothing but kind 
words were used and we got used to The 
statement that we had the largest and boat inttoor 
■alt water pool in the world. 

It wasn't king before *xne at the great 
sw4mmpr« wanted to have a look a* the pod. One 
of those was Johnny Weismuller, then the fastest 
swimmer In the world and, later, to baoome the 
famous movie star, Tarzan. With him was Stubby 
Krueger, of Chicago, regarded as tfwfircatMt 
water comedian of them aft. This pah- Mghfighted 
a dazzling swim m ea l and, to top ft off, 
Weismuller set a world's record for the 10 yards, 

Another famous star of that perW. Helene 
Madke, of .Seattle, paid severs! vWk. She was 
file best woman swimmer In the world and it 
was, with regret, that, during (he recent 
Olympics at Mexico CHy, we learned toat die was 
now living in obscurity to Seattle, suffering from 
arthritis. Another swimmer, who tnzed glamor. 
Eleanor Holm, then 15, aim showed her rtyto at 
Crystal. 

Swimming, however, waa only one of fix? 
activities at the Crystal. A theatrical premotor 
fott K would make a fine setting tor the 
appearance of the world-famous harpist, Grand 
Jeny The no >i waa drained and chairs aet In It. 

On another occasion Jim Fletcher, toe guiding 
light in Fletcher Bros, music store, tor* over the 
Garden for the introd u ction of his orthophonic 
gramophone _ 

Boxing shows were staged an platforms 
adjusted over the pool. Any fighter knocked out 
could be quickly revived by dunking in the ponl. 

There was no end of shenanigans in the 
Garden, the logging conventions providing plenty 
of them. While the dancing and whoopla was on, 
three loggers, on a bet, walked to the end <rf toe 
pool, and dove In. dress clothes and al. and 
swam three lengths. During a service dub 
convention one Victoria businessmen, well 
fortified with a Scottish prottoc*. climbed 
haltingly up the ladder to Jhe three-metre 
springboard, then walked creaky along (he board 
and into the water. 

Today, businessmen fun 100 miles in a fitness 
program at the YMCA, but a* toe Crystal it was 
Swim 50 miles tor fitness. 

During the Second Wcrtd War servicemen did 
commando training in the Garden. They walked 
on ropes over the pool, many dropping into it, and 
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CRYSTAL GARDEN . . . Its days are * am be red. 


did such antics an the trapeze and rings, that 
broken bones were expected. To entertain the 
servicemen dances were held seven nights a 
week, the Saturday night ones, being exception¬ 
ally attractive. The Garden waa also popular for 
New Year's Eve dances and Klondike Nights 
were features. 

The biggest and moat impressive event heki 
in (he Oystal was the 1M1 convention of the 
Supreme Chapter of the PEO Sisterhood. 

It was the first time this influential educa¬ 
tional organization had held a convention outside 
the borders of the United States. This was due 
almost entirely to the great efforts of Mrs. Percy 
Scurrah. 

A total of 952 delegates came here, some with 
their husbands, and all were accommodated 
within the Empress Hotel, a remarkable 
accomplishment. The Crystal Ballroom of the 
hotel was too small for the meetings so a 
delightful conversion of the Crystal Garden took 
place. The provincial forestry department went 
into the woods and brought In trees and greenery, 
which, with the bowers of flowers and the tropical 
appearance of the Garden Itself, brought forth 
exclamations of delight from the affluent 
Americans, who were no strangers to extra¬ 
vaganzas In their country. 

At the convention Mrs. Scurrah was elected to 
file Supreme Chapter and later became its 
president, the first and only Canadian to achieve 
toil signal honor. 

The fire t r 20 yean of the agreement between 
tiie CPR and the city expired in 1944 and there 
was interest In what solutfon would be found. 
There was no doubt the CPR wished a renewal 
for another 20 years, but the city definitely 
wanted more money in taxes from the Empress. 
It, also, did not want to take over the Garden. 

I was acting-mayor at this time and was 
appointed to a committee to negotiate with the 
_CPR. The officials of the onmpany stoutly 
"opposed too large an Increase in their taxes and 
had sympathetic arguments, but eventually we 
broke through this, and reached an agreement, 
which we thought city council would approve. It 
coiled for a boost in the Empress's annual 
payments to the City, from $15,000 to $44,000. 

This was quickly ratified by City Council and 
The Colonist in an editorial said: “It anything, 
the city has driven a rather hard bargain.” 

Although the war waa in a critical stage. It 
appeared that, with (he Crystal Garden off on 
another 30-year period, it might be a good time to 
test the clamor of our young people on the Arena 
question. Since the loss by fire of the Patrick 
Arena and file Hui*e Show Building there had 
been no Ice tor skating. There was opposition In 
city council to requests for a new arena, but, 
while I waa acting-mayor, I decided to test the 
sincerity of those who said they would raise part 
of the money. 

At the special council meeting which I called, 
these people made represenWrtlnra They Intruded 
Mrs. Arthur Cox, speaking lor women's groups; 
Dr. Arthur Poyntz. of file Kinsmen's Club; 
George Wlkinson and H Marshall, of the Labor 
Council, as weU as Chamber of Commerce 
members and Interested citizens. 

These people guaranteed to raise $65,000 if the 
city would match It. At that time It was thought 
a structure, of reasonable size, similar to the one 
in Nanaimo, could be built tor $125,000. 

At the next meeting of CHy OounoQ I 
recommended that the challenge of the citizens be 
accepted and that the ne cessa ry bylaw for $65,000 
be prepared. The ratepayers endorsed the bytow 
when the vote was taken. The citizens raised Ihear 
$65,000 and the tong struggle to buOd an arena, 
Which would be named "Memorial” In honor of 
the Victoria boys who lost their lives In battle, 
was over. 


The design for the Arena led us on our way to 
the existing structure, which cost over 
$1,000,000,000. After losing twp arenas through 
fire, the decision was reached to build son^thing 
that wouldn't bum. A concrete structure with 
barrel roof was the answer. 

As soon as work was started the cost spiral 
got underway and bylaws for mure money, had to 
be passed, but, for more than 30 years the city 
has had an Arena In which much Sntertainment, 
*•- exercise and sport has been enjoyed. This has not 
been confined to the oity limits but has been 
enjoyed by those who Hve in the "bedrooms,” of 
adjoining municipafities. 

Once again, the passage of time, brought the 
second 20-year agreement between the city and 
the CPR over the Crystal Garden, It was 1964 and 
the Crystal was showing obvious signs of aging. 
The roof was in bad shape, the machinery and 
change rooms in need of many repairs and the 
pool itself, while still nice to look upon, presented 
problems. 

At the same time, the CPR faced a similar 
problem with the 56-year-old Empress Hotel. Its 
electrical system waa out of date and TVs, hair¬ 
dryers and recorders could not be plugged in. The 
plumbing and the heating system needed 
replacing. The public room, the Crystal ballroom, 
and guest rooms had to be renovated, along with 
replacement of the rugs and carpets and the 
chairs and settees in the nrfunda. 

Directors of the CPR met here and reviewed a 
rather unhappy situation. They decided against 
renewing the Ipase on the Oystal Gard-n, 
whereupon it passed Into the hands of the city. 
The Empress Hotel required more thought. There 
were reports that it might be closed down, which 
brought forth the comment: "It would be a Mack 
day for Victoria if the Empress were to close." 

Financing St the Improvements at the 
Empress would require $4,000,000. There was a 
sigh at relief when the company announced the 
work would be undertaken under the name of 
Operation Teacup. This baa now been completed 
and townsfolk and tourists alike, are pleased with 
the modem look of the old Empress. 

For lour years now the Crystal Garden has 
been operated by the city and some of it* aches 
and pains have been temporarily neutralized. It 
was fortunate that, with the Crystal, went the 
service*, for ■ period, at Jack Speck, who hod 
ably managed it for a king spell after three years 
as assistant manager of the Empress. Others who 
have managed the Crystal Garden were: Ivan 
Awde, Bert Cowilshew. Dick. Raymond and 
Gordon McIntosh. 

It is estimated that 200,000 persons have swum 
each year in the Crystal pool, which would bring 
the 44-year total to about 5,000.000, Many of these 
persons learned to swim and dive In the pool and 
some beoame champions. Others were taught live- 
saving. 

In that long period only one biy Inst his life in 
the pool, but after the city took over, a valve in 
the chlorination system broke and 30 chlkb-en 
were overcame by this lethal gas. AH, 
fortunately, recovered. 

Negotiations are now being carried on by city 
council and the CPR over a proposed convention 
cent??. I sincerely hope something comes of this. 

I have worked on many committees over the past 
45 years to get a convention centre but nothing 
has happened. Maybe we'l get it this time. The 
bargaining could be tough but the city did all 
right in its two previous engagements with the 
CPR, first the Empress and then the Crystal. 
And. let's no* forge*, the ratepayers over¬ 
whelmingly endorsed both time deals.

AHd gators and turtles Hke water, so it was not 
tong before Stan commandeered the family 
bathtub for hi* cherished new additions. With the 
turtle and two quick-moving alligators in 
residence, it is not to be wondered at that there 
was a certain reluctance toward the taking of 
baths) 

“Of course, every time anybody wanted to use 
the bath, tb-wo reptiles had to be got >ut and put 
In boxes. I don't kr»w if you've ever fried putting 
alligators into a box,” says Mrs. Orchard, with a 
reminiscent reniie, “But it is not easy, to say the 
least. For one thing, the turtle can bite really 
hard, and I do mean bite. So it Is difficult to go 
after the alligators, when you are W trying about 
the turtle, You have to bo very quick because 
those alligators can certainly put <n a turn at 
■peed when they want to." 

Both Stan and Ms mother agree that being in 
the bouse and in the bath did onuso the alligators 
to become about as friendly as an alligator is ever 
klcely to get, Which bn’t, pertiaps, saying a great 
deal! 

However, there were other drawbacks to 


operation Is not only painless but practically 
bloodless as well. In due course, the lost tail is. 
replaced by a new one, though the new one never 
grows as tong as the original, and is usually of a 
somewhat darker color. 

The alligator Hzard which Stan has at 
the present time, has at same time in the past

Anti that, in the words of Rud- 
yard Kipling, is how one tells the 
difference between a tortoise and 
an old-fashitfned hedge - hog . Of 
course, we don't have hedge-hogs 
in British Columbia. 

We do, h jwever, have turtles which are akin to 
tortoises. And out Mctchosin way there lives a 15- 
year-old who can teJl you just about all you may 
want to know about turtles. Or, indeed, about any 
reptile or amphibian one cures to mention. The 
name of this young man is Stanley Orchard, and 
he first became interested in reptiles while in 
Grade 6 when he found a small Lizard up on file 
lull behind his home. 

There are three different varieties of lizard to 
be found in British Columbia. They are the 
western skink, which is distinguished by the two- 
bluoish-grey or pale brown stripes which run 
down each side of its body; the pigmy homed 
lizard, which is a funny plump little number no 
more than four aBd thre^quartcr inches in total 
length, the head of which is as broad as it is 
long; and lastly, the northern alligator lizard. 

Or, to quote young Stanley, who believes 
in giving these creatures their proper names — 
the Cierrhonutus coeruleus principls. 

The last named Lizard is the one which Stan 
'flint cuugSit and had as a pet. Indeed, he still has 
one. These lizards, which grow to) a length of 
from seven to 10 inches, arc very alert and quick 
off the mark. And, for this reason. M is not easy 
to catch them. They ulna, Stan tells me, have an 
Cdded defence mechanism in that, when attacked, 
they huve the ability to shuck off their tails which 
continue to twitch pnergctdcally whilst the tail’s 
late owner completes his fast and snenky escape. 

-This loss of a tall seems a frightful price to 
pey for one's freedom, but I am assured that the 
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suffered the fate of lowing Ms tall, and row has a 
rejuvenated section which measures an inch and 
a half. 

That first little lizard will certainly have a lot

warming electric lamp*. These Iguanas come 
hum tropical South America and wiU probably 
grow to a length of between five and six feet. One 
sad point is that, since the South American iguana 
and its eggs, is edible, the species k rapidly 
becoming rare. 

Returning tor a moment to the alligators, 
which Stan prefers to cal caysnen, since that is 
the correct name for these re ptil es from tropical 
America, it is hard to realize that though they 
only measure about 12 inches in length at the 
present tone, they wtil grow to as much as eight 
feet in captivity. No longer a suitable pet for a 
bath-tub! 


When Stan had these reptiles out for me to 
see, he pointed out the fact that their hind legs 
are much longer than their front legs. And this, 
he tels me, is ■ throwback to toe days ctf toe 
Mesozoic era between 65 and 130 miSton years 
ago, when these reptiles w e r e ma mm oth 
creatures walking a strange world an their hind 

legL 

When toe mowtatns were fo rmh * and toe 
swamps began to drain, these mammoths, of 
course, died out, to return at a later date in their 
present town. Looking at their bu s in ess l ike teeth 
and unfriendly elfptic eyes, one is more than glad 
that at toe present time they are no bigger than 
they are. Yet young Stanley feels an affection tor 
them. He hssidtea them gently and it does teem 
prarihlL that he Is right In thinking that they 
know Mm and regard Mm with favor. 

tot perhaps Stan’s greatest love is a very 
beautiful boa constri ct or from South America. It 
k not. as yet. fitoy grown, but wfil eventuafiy 
attain a length at between 10 and 12 fleet. Stan 
tells me that in their wild state they can grow ap 
to 1* feet in length. I must oanfeas that the 
alligators got me (town somewhat, but that boa 
constrictor k s o m ething rise again.

having toe alligators In the bathtub. Since toey 
ootne from a warm climate, toe temperature of 
toeir bath water had to be kept up around 
seventy degrees, for them to feel really 
comfortable and at home. So there was a time 
when somebody — and more often than not, it 
was Mother — hod to get up every half hour 
during the night to change the bath water. 


By and targe, Stanley's interest In her¬ 
petology—that branch of zoology which desk with 
reptiles and amphibians—was beginning to prove 
* bit of a problem kt the borne. Visitors had to be 
wanted to watxto their step, and baths were art a 
premium. However, X sms toe gecjgi'in the living 
zoom which finally became toe biggest problem. 
For the gecko grew tired of confinement and 
learned to push the lid off the top of his living 
quarters, and from then on. Me to toe Orchard 
household became even more hectic. 

A gecko, whose imposing fanflfy name is 
gefchonldae. is a colorM lizard, kgbt blue in color 
with red spots on top and orange underneath. 
Stan's gecko is about a foot long, and comes 
equipped with sharp tooth and—another peculi¬ 
arity of geckos—tow-pads which have adhesive 
discs. Accnrdtog to Stan, these toe-pack are made 
up of scales on which are thousands of little 
books. These adhesive toe-pads make walking up 
wofis and across cdfings, or even up a window 
pane, an absolute otoch tor a gecko. These little 
animals live mainly an larger bisects of assorted 
lands with an occasional mouse thrown in for 
variety, so, of oourse, they Uke their f reedom 
and, preferably, a nice dark corner in wWrii to 
bide. 

So the gecko In the Mving room became an 
foe renting problem. It refused to stay in Ha 
appointed home, waiting only 'til toe fsmtiy were 
•sleep before levering up the bd of Mi tank to 
atari its night’s wanderings. There was the night 
toe family oat and gecko spent toe hours of 
darkness in the bathroom without apparent harm 
to either. 

But there was another occasion when Mrs. 
Orchard, coming to late one night when all toe 
fights were off, was making her way across toe 
living room when something fell with a thump on 
her shoulder and scampered brtsMy ■cross toe 
back of her neck. The blue cdtred gecko had, tor 
once, missed his footing! 

Perhaps it was this toot incident, added to the 
barking of the alligators, which brought home to 
Stanley the fact that toe bouse wax not the best 
place for Ms assorted, menagerie. So, nowadays, 
Stan upends nearly aS Ms spare time out ki the 
garage which had been converted toto a 
herpetarlum. Here, he ha* a large heated tank tor 
toe alligators and the turtle, wbftat assorted 
tortoises make their slow and thoughtful way over 
toe garage floor. 

And here is an interesting pint tor toe 
uidtiarted. Stan trite me that while tixtles are 
amphtoious, their cousins, toe tortoises, are 
mostly dry land animals. Liking desert conditions, 
they are yet capable during toe rainy sea**, cf 
storing up to 40 per cent of their body weight of 
water. Some of the species, sorii as toe gopherus 
beriandierl, live in underground burrows 20 feet 
lot* and at a depth of 10 feet from the surface. 
They leave their burrows only during early 
morning or late attention when weather 
conditions are cooler. 

The turtles found In B.C. and in particular, on 
toe Island, are known m western printed turtles. 
Stan has one of these which came from up around 
Albeml, while others again are found up-Iriand at 
Great Central Lake. The w >rd ‘painted’ is a very 
good description for these turtles beca use, while 
toe carapace or upper' portion of the body is a 
dull, olive brown, toe tinder portion called the 
plos tron Is most colorful, riiowfng a beautiful 
design in scarlet, reddish-yellnw and darker 
markings in a most intricate pattern. 

Next to toe alligator lank k another tank In 
which Hve two vivid green Iguana*. These are 
another type of Hzard distinguished by to«r 
pouchlike neck and toa fact that, un like her 
cousin, the gecko, they do not mind the Mght, ana 
seem to like basking on a tree branch under toe 


snake — beautiful? Yet there is • strange beauty 
in the firm, muscular beige-brown body. Rippling 
wkh muscle, and yet to soft and s snoorth to toe 
touch. Almost like stroking satin. 

As we talked, the boa wound ftseff around 
Stan’s ritoulders and about Ms arm. It knows 
him, be says, and he thinks it Is fond of Mm, 
Certainly, it appeared to be gentle and well con¬ 
tent to be with him. 

"Of course," be said, “they get to know toe 
one who feed* them. And then I'm always in here 
as much as possible. I do my homework here, 
and all my reading." And Stan threw • brown¬ 
eyed glance at the tow of books which are — with 
his reptiles — Ms constant oampaxtiona. Books on 
herpetology, zoology and natural history, together 
with many pamphlets and periodicals on these 
subjects. 

While Stanley talked I stroked toe boa who did 
not seem to mind unduly. I was told tool a boa 
only uses the front half or third of its body for 
purposes at co ns tri ctin g its prey, and tost boas 
always kill their prey before eating it. This, is 
unlike toe local garter snakes, tor Instance, which 
are known to swafiow frogs and other food alive. 
Snakes, of course, evolved from fizards, and when 
we had examined the muscular structure of 
Stan’s boa, he went on to demonstrate toe two 
tiny spurs toward toe end of toe taU, wMch are 
more easily seen in the mate toon the tamale, 
and which are toe rudimentary remains of one¬ 
time legs. 

What does Stanley Ordord plan to (to with his 
accumulated knowledge once he leaves school? 
For Mm, that is an easy question. His sensitive 
face fights up as be lakes at Ms dreams, for he 
intends to become a herpetologist and spend the 
rest of Ms days working in one form or another 
with reptiles and amphibians. To this end, he 
hopes very much that he wifi be able to attend 
tiie University of FVjrida. 

Why Florida? Why not a Canadian relversdty? 
"Became," says 9ton, “toe climate is better 
there for toe study of herpetology. Also, there is a 
. man called Dr. Archie Carr down toere at the U. 
of F. He's great. I read everything he writes on 
the subject. Boy, I'd sure like to have a chance to 
work and study under him." 

So that is one of Stan’s dreams. Another 
dream he has Is that at being able to jofo an 
aitonal finding expedition such as (hose Gerald 
Durrefi has mode tamous through his books. I 
ariped Stan M he had ever thought at writing to 
Durrefi. "Gosh, no," he sold. *Td never do tost. 
He mtri get scores at letters, and I'm refiy a kid. 
He wouldn’t be taterooted." 

Well, Fm not too sure about that. It would 
seem tost Durrefi Is so interested in tbg 
preservation at aQ wild life that he would not be 
likely to overtook a you ngster as eager m Stan. 

However, that is afi In the future; and for the 
time when Stan finishes school. Meanwhile, he 
toss Ms beloved reptiles sod Ms books. And, come 
next summer hofidays, he bos fixed up a trip 
which writ take him all over B.C. and up toto the 
interior In an effort to get a complete collection 
of al BjC.’s reptiles. It ta the w ron g time of year, 
he tefis me, for arapMbUm. 7b date, much of 
Stan's codec (ton of some 15 assorted reptiles and 
amphibians come from far pl a ces , though be has 
a local afiigator lizard, a byfa cr tree hug. a 
sala man der, and. of course, the western pointed 
turtle. 

There are a ntxnber of other specimens Stan 
would Ice to have, however. Fbe instance, how 
many of us know that B.C. has Ms own native boo 
oonstrletor? The make to question is known as a 
rubber baa, and hough M is a pigmy c o mpar e d to 
the larger members at the family, yet It Is still a 
boa. "One at tie specimens Td Uke to get Is a 
rubber boa," saya 9fan. "They’re shortish, you 
know, and thrir tafls are nearly as rounded a* 
their h e a ds. This fit because If toey are frigh ten ed 
they our! up and stick thrir trite up Instead of 
theta head which they Mde Kind of 8 protection, I

aa he replaced the boa to Ms firing quarters. "The 
befiy at a make Is very tender’t he *ald. 
"Because of this, you shook! n e v e r keep them in 
any sort of cage wMch has a rough Boor. I've 
seen some kept for show, and toe people who had 
them had no mare Idea than to sprinkle toe floor 
with gravel chips. That's not good tor a snake. It 
reoBy htsrta them. People rinuldn't be allowed to 
own animals and reptfle* If they dcst't know how 
to take core of tom. There should be a law shout 
Ihte."

Brought Radio Communication 

To West Coast Lighthouses

The pioneer days of radio on 
the east and west coasts are among 
the memories of longtime Brent¬ 
wood resident , Leonard Whitworth 
Stephenson. 

Now residing at 927 Dunsmuir in Esquimalt, 
the pleasant octogenarian recently celebrated his 
g8th birthday. Some weeks before, he recalled for 
us the highlights of a long and busy life that has 
known the northern wilds of India, the icy 
reaches of Labrador and British Columbia's 
lonely shores, 

"As a baby,” he began, ‘my father took me 
out to India, from our home in Bow, England—I 
was born within sound of Bow Bells, so you can 
say I'm a real cockney. Father worked as 
superintendent of stores for the East India 
Railway. When 1 was six years old he sent me to 
a boarding school up In the Himalaya Mountains 
B place called Mussoorle. It was wild, all right. 

“The boys were wild and the master was 
wiki! You got a licking from everybody,” he 
chuckled. “As a youngster of six, of course, I got 
them. I finished tour years at that school, and 
shortly after Father sent me over to England to 
another boarding school, fat Hertfordshire. So I 
had quite a bit of travelling as a youngster.” 



MB. STEPHENSON KKMKMHKKS whea 
fishing wsa exceptional at Brentwood. 
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After four more years of schooling a young 
Mr. Stephenson was apprenticed to an electrical 
firm, Crompton and Company, in Chelford, "as a 
testing man, that sort of work.” 

Another four years saw him, at 18, joining the 
famous Marconi Co. "Just about that time 
Marconi started making and testing radio 
apparatus, and I had an invitation to join them, 
doing electrical testing for them. They were just 
a workshop then. 

“One of my jobs was testing some of the new 
radio gear. At that time toe only communications 
they had was dots and dashes, toe telegraph. It 
was quite a long time after that the voice 
transmission came In.” 

After four years with the company—he seems 
to have served regular "hitches”—Mr. Stephenson 
was transferred to Montreal. His new "beat” 
consisted of Installing and servicing wireless 
stations along the east coast, from dreaded Cape 
Sable, situated at the southeastern tip of Nova 
Scotia in the “graveyard of the Atlantic,” to 
Battle Harbor In Labrador. 

“I spent 13 months on Sable Island in charge 
of a wireless station,” he continued with a 
grimace. "That was one of the worst stations we 
had. It's just a wild sandbar, no trees on it of 
any kind. 

"Very bad place for shipwrecks, too, because 
the sandbars run out a long way almost (100 
miles). You could see portion* of wrecks scattered 
all over the place. The only good feature about it 
was the ducks; shooting was wonderful." 

In Labrador “the flies and mosquitoes were 
so had I grew a beard. Once, I went to have a 
swim. I stripped off and walked Into the lake. 
As soon as I did the flies came in swarms. All 
around roe. and as I beat them they'de drop 
into the water and there was a whole crowd of 
fish around my legs. As the fhee dropped the 
fish grabbed them. 

While in Labrador. Mr. Stephenson heard the 
electrifiyiug news that Cmdr, Robert E. Peary 
was heading homeward after finally reaching the 
North Pole and would lay over at Battle Harbor 
to clean ship. Stopping work immediately, Mr. 
Stephenson commandeered a boat and headed for 
Battle Harbor, arrived shortly after Peary's ship, 
the Roosevelt, anchored. 

Upon Peary's landing. “I was introduced to 
him and took him up to our wireless Nation. I 
asked him where he was going. He said he was 
going across to Forteau Bay to a land line 
(telegraph) to send Ms messages. I said: ‘Wen, 
you would be very foolish to do that. Why not 
stay here and send your messages on toe 
wireless?' So he did. We got rid of all his traffic 
within 24 hours. He was so pleased abot this that 
he gave me a big walrus tusk with his name and 
mine inscribed on It. I had this tusk for a long 
time and eventually sent it to the provincial 
museum.” 

Mr. Stephenson remembers the heroic 
explorer as being “very nice, very nice ... he 
wasn’t at all ‘high hat’ or anything like that. His 
crew liked him very much.” 

During the First World War, Mr. Stephenson 
continued his work In wireless, the Marconi Co. 
transferring him to Vancouver to equip Canadian 
Pacific steamers with the new seta. His service 
during this period ultimately earned Mm a letter 
of commendation from Ottawa. He has the 
yellowing award today. Tinfolding it with care, he 
said: “I'm very proud of thnt.” 

Signed by A. K. McLean. Acting Minister of 
the Naval Service, the commendation is dated 
April 10, 1919- 

Sir: 

“Your name has been placed before me aa 

having performed exceptionally good work in

connection with the prosecution of the war. I 
desire to express my appreciation of your efforts 
and to thank you for the excellent manner In 
which your duties have been carried out 
throughout the war.” 

While working on the CPR steamers, Mr. 
Stephenson met C. Edwards, a former Marconi 
man from England. “He was so pleased to meet 
me that he borrowed me from the company for 
three months to help him with some testing. 
While I was working for him, he said: ‘Look, 
Stevie: You’re awfully foolish, working for the 
Marconi Co. Why not join the government? IU 
get you a job/ 

“I consented and he got me appointed aa an 
engineer with the lighthouse service.” 

Now Instead of the rugged wilderness of the 
Maritimes and Inhospitable Labrador, Mr. 
Stephenson experienced the lonely, oftimes 
stormy fjords of B.C., from Victoria to Prince 
Rupert. 

“I Installed wireless, built transmitters, even 
built stations, houses, dwellings, aerials and 
masts, and so on. All the wireless stations had 
their own dwelling house and their own operating 
house. From Prince Rupert right on down to 
Victoria, I had to visit every lighthouse. In the 
case of anything going wrong, I had to go up and 
make it right” 

Making his rounds on the various tenders, such 
as the Estevan, still In service, and the 
Newington, Mr. Stephenson covered many miles 
over following years. “Lighthouses were some¬ 
what more isolated then than today. Of course, 
they now have radio communication and they can 
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fiO — Fail (Irish 101 Fodder plant,

»We landed by boat, mostly. The ship would go 
In and anchor as close to the shoi% as she could, 
and you got into a rowboat and some of the crew 
would pull you ashore.” He added with a grin: 
“I’ve had two or three ducking*, going ashore." 


Once landed, Mr. Stephenson and his crew, 
consisting of a rigger and carpenter and whatever 
help they had hired for the Job at hand, would set 
to work. Two of his old colleagues were the late 
Paddy Roche, ‘a wonderful rigger,” and carpen¬ 
ter George Lowe, retired In Victoria. 

Installing wireless in isolated lighthouses had 
its adventures. Once, "a rigger was at the top of 
the mast, doing the rigging, and I was tending 
rope at the bottom. 

* “Suddenly I felt something Just brush my 
sleeve. It didn’t hit my flesh at all, it just 
brushed my sleeve. I looked down, and saw he’d 
dropped a 14-inch stiilson wrench, which just 
touched my shoulder as it went down. That was 
one very narrow escape. The mast was about 200 
feet high. If the wrench’d hit me anywhere I’d 
have been a goner.” 

There were other “narrow squeaks.” like the 
time, in late October, 1918, he received an urgent 
message to report aboard the tender Galiano. A 
station was having difficulty with its receiver, 
the office wanted him to find the problem. 

"Well, I got all ready and was about to go, 
when, Just an hour before the Galiano sailed, I 
got another message saying that I needn't go, 
they had found the trouble. So I stayed home." 

Galiano sailed on schedule, calling at lonely 
Triangle Island then turned her slim bows into 
Queen Charlotte Sound. Halt night, a vicious sou’¬ 
wester swept the sound. In the early hours of the 
following morning, the Triangle Island wireless 
operator picked up a faint distress signal — 
“Holds full of water; send help.” Then silence. 

The next day, Mr. Stephehaon and a shocked 
Victoria, still stunned by the sinking of the 
Princess Sophia on Vanderbilt Reef with more 
than 300 souls, learned the sturdy tender had 
foundered with all hands. Almost every officer 
and crewman of the ill-fated company were 
Victorians. 


Today Mr. Stephenson is philosophical about 
his escape: “You often had to take these risks, 
you know, travelling up and down . . .” 

Then, sadly: “I knew most of them aboard the 
Galiano. I forget the skipper’s name now but I 
never cared for him. He always wanted to be at 
sea. You know, rather than stay In harbor on a 
stormy night, he'd put out to Sea. Possibly that’s 
what happened to him when he foundered. I 
forget his name." 

Asked if he had ever worked on notorious 
Triangle Island, Mr. Stephenson smiled: “That 
was a devil. It's an island with a high rise of 
perhaps six-seven hundred feet. 

“To the west there are very steep cliffs going 
down to the beach; tijjey’re almost circular, rising 
straight up to the lighthouse on the peak. And 
when the wind hits, it just comes over the island 
like a hurricane. Oh, it was an awful place for 
wind. And a very bad place to land, too. I had 
two duckings going ashore there. Once you got on 
the beach It was all right. Triangle was a beeM; 

I think the worst station we had.” 

Was It as bad as the Atlantic’s Sable Island? 

“In a way, yes, it was. Actually, they’re much of . 
a muchness, I should say. At least on Sable you 
could get some amusement In the form of duck 
■hooting, but on Triangle , . .” 

But there are pleasant memories, too. Like the 
time, at lonely Estevan light on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island, he enjoyed the historic 
experience of hearing the first transmission of 
voice to a lighthouse; at least the first such 
occasion in the province. “The operator had 
asked me to take the telephones while he was 
having his meal. So I did, and I was sitting there, 
listening. 

“A11 of a sudden, I heard a voice come In, 
quite loud and clear. ’This is station so-and-so, in’ 

— I forget the name of the place — 'testing-with 
voice transmission. How do you get me?' I was so 
startled I pretty near fell off the chair. That was 
the first time I ever heard a voice on radio. I 
think it wus the first time It was tried out here 
because they were just testing it.” 

Then there are pleasant memories of his three 
homes in Brentwood, of he and his wife’s favorite 
beach, the wonderful fishing. “On a Saturday ’' 
afternoon my wife and I would catch up to 30 
salmon; we’d dump most of them on. the float and 
tell toe people to help themselves. If we had been 
allowefl to sell fish in those days I’d .have made a- 
fortune." Twenty and 30-pounders were common: 

42 pounds his biggest. 

When his father fiRilly came to visit for a 
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month, he was so impressed with the beautiful 
scenery that he immediately deeded to return to 
England, settle his affairs then, with friends, 
return to the eden that was Brentwood 40 years 
ago. Sadly, while disembarking at Liverpool, the 
senior Stephenson was stricken by a' fatal heart 
attack. 


Mr. Stephenson also recalls famous Butchart 
Gardens when they were under toe personal 
loving care of Mrs. Butchart. “I remember 
seeing her once beside a pool In the gardens, 
feeding fish from her hand. She was a wonderful 
little woman ... In those days, you could visit 
the gardens free, even have tea and cake without 
charge.” 

Finally oame retirement, and today he enjoys 
a well-earned rest in toe little house on 
Dunsmuir, carefully tended by longtime house¬ 
keeper Mrs. Gwenith Schuk.

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Temple Bashing 


SANCHI GATE, WITH STUPA Df BACKGROUND 


an impression of boisterousness 
which makes one think they wouldn’t 
disapprove too bitterly. 

This feeling of history instead of 
religion is common to most of the 
temples in north India I have 
visited. Another example is Sanchi, 
near Bhopal, the capital of Madhya 
Pradesh. There, the great Buddhist 
stupas—plum puddings on a hillside 
—which date from the Emperor 
Ashok In 200 B.C. have been 
completely restored, and the effect 
Is sterile. To look at carvings and 
gates 2,000 years old makes an 
interesting enough bash, but every¬ 
thing is too neat, too orderly, too 
cemented. 

However, this is not the ease in 
south India where temple-bashing 
cannot be carried out at leisure and 
in peace, and where the visitor 
cannot wander where he wishes. 
These temples are very much a part 
of life; the basher must be prepared 
to jostle in the crowd and be told 
there are places he may not go. 

But that is the charm. There is 
an excitement to the rapid twilight 
and 5 o’clock rush of a southern 
temple town: bare feet slapping 
quickly by on their way to the 
temple; worshippers of Vishnu or 
Siva with marks of white or red ash 
on their foreheads; men and women 
bathing in the sacred tanks: a 
bullock cart creaking past. It seems 
a long . way and many worlds 
removed from a North American 
rush-hour traffic jam. 

That traffic jam recedes further 
at Mahabalipuram, 50 miles south of 
congested Madras, where the Bay of 
Bengal comes rushing across a 
silver beach to peter out against the 
sides of the Shore Temple, grey, 
cigar-shaped, dating from the 7th 
century A.D. 

Then there is the Rock Temple in 
Trichlnopoly — “city of the three¬ 
headed demon.** The rock is a 
needle sticking up 230 feet above the 
plain. 

“An early morning visit is 
advisable,’’ remarks Murray with 
characteristic understatement. The 
temple is at the top of the rock, up 
290 dirty, covered stairs. 


The ascent, of course, must be 
made bare foot. The temple-basher 
should develop callouses (soaking 
the feet in brine is said the help), 
but I have not. The result was that I 
climbed the 290 stairs to find my 
tender feet could not bear the 
scorching heat of the exposed stones 
on the pathway to the temple. 
Mortified and without seeing the 
temple, I retreated down 290 stairs. 

The Rock Temple was built in the 
mid-17th century, about the sjtme 
time as the Great Temple In 
Madurai, further south. Probably 
the most famous temple i#i India 
because of its appearance on travel 
posters, the Great Temple has 
something Disneylandish about it. 

Its four great gates rise 150 feet 
and are covered in small painted 
statues. It is like a colossal cartoon 
strip of Hindu mythology. 

At the Great Temple, the basher 
once again is obliged to turn 
climber; the view from the 162-foot 
south gate is. he Is assured, superb. 
Again I made the climb, this time 
up a dark, narrow, dirty, claustro¬ 
phobic passage and sat on the 
frighteningly narrow ledge at the top 
to contemplate the view. But the 
first thing I saw, scrawled on the 
most unaccessible portion of the 
ledge: “Kilroy was here.” 

The North American traffic jam 
imposes itself when it is least 
expected. 

It does so again at the Coca-Cola 
stand on Chamundi Hill near Mysore 
where there is a great figure of a 
sacred bull. And again a# Tanjote 
where the elderly guide, who looks 
mysterious, oriental, ascetic, breaks 
the spell by announcing in excellent 
English, “I know many foreigners,” 
and gives an account of the 
archaeologists he has met. 

But surprise is the essence of 
temple-bashing, one of the reasons 
for its superiority to monument- 
wandering or culture-vulturing in a 
western country. I might will nip 
into London’s National Gallery to 
write a letter or get out of the rain, 
but you’ll never see me running up 
Chamundi Hill to buy a bottie of 
Coca-Cola. 


I am a Philistine, make no mistake about U. I am 
the sort of person who goes into the Louvre for a cup 
of coffee or fills out his football coupons at the Bolshoi 
Ballet. I have fallen asleep on the lawn at the Taj 
' Mahal, and with my father l hold the record for 
Cologne Cathedral — 30 seconds flat (and we were in 
street clothes when we did it). * 

However, temple-bashing is different; I will bash 
a temple any time. 

Perhaps it's the unfamiliarity , the exoticness, that 
makes me tour a temple with enthusiasm. Perhaps it 
is the detail to be found there or the bustle of the 
crowds. Or, to take the obvious example , perhaps it is 
my prudent mind. 


The obvious example, is the group 
of temples at Khajuraho, 30 temples 
noted for the explicitness of their 
sexual carvings. Of course, it was 
merely coincidence that the Khaju¬ 
raho temples were the first I ever 
bashed. 

Khajuraho lies about 350 miles 
southeast of Delhi in the barrenness 
of northern Madhya Pradesh. It is A 
remote spot which the government 
of India, to the embarrassed dis¬ 
pleasure of some, is opening up as a 
tourist attraction. (Murray's incom¬ 
parable guide observes: “Some of 
the carvings are obscene.”) As an 
i n t r oduetion to temple-bashing, 
Khajuraho is unequalled. 

Against the -ember red of an 
Indian sunset, the black silhouettes 
of the temples stand out like stubby, 
fat cigars or bloated space rockets. 
Most of them were built between 950 
and 1050 A.D. by the Chandel kings, 
but today only one or two are still 
used for worship. 

It should, I think, be a rule with 
the eager young temple-basher not 
to carry a camera. But by all means 
travel with someone who does, but 
don't get caught up In the picture¬ 
taking ritual yourself. Besides, it Is 
often more rewarding to look at the 
photographer than the subject. This, 
at least, is my experience, and I 
think it applies particularly to 
Khajuraho. 

My mate was a photographer of 
some experience, and he approached 
the Khajuraho carvings with an 
unimpassioned, business-like and 
professional attitude—which was 
considerably more than I did. He 
had three unimpassioned, business¬ 
like and professional goals: a 
memoir of an interesting holiday, a 
record of some famous works of art 
and something to show the boys in 
his local pub when he got home. 

With these in mind, he. like many 
others, began scaling the walls of 
the temples- to get a closer shot of 
some particular work of art that 
would really remind him of an 
interesting holiday. 

He was eight feet above the; 
ground, hanging onto a nubile stone- 
leg and trying to zero in the camera 
with one hand. 

"You're way off,” , I shouted 
encouragingly, “you want to get 
another four feet highec and three 
feet to your right. You won't be able 
to see anything from where you 
are.”

"I just said 
that American tourist on the next 
temple is about 20 feet higher than 
you are.” 

It was almost the end of a 
beautiful friendship.

Run out of reading material 
lately? 

Don’t despair. Just pick up the 
new 1968 Greater Victoria tele* 
phone directory. There can be fun 
in a phone book , but it takes con¬ 
siderable looking before one dis¬ 
covers that namei can add up to a 
lot of entertainment. 

About seven solid hours of looking, actually. 

One discovers such facts as: 

G. Aadland and A. Zyri are human ‘’book- 
ends.” 

They are but two of the nearly 77,000 
subscribers listed in the 194 white pages tor 
Victoria and district (including Ganges, the Gulf 
Islands, Jordan River and Port Renfrew). 

Our new book has grown considerably with the 
times. Today, there are 544 white and yellow 
pages, an increase of 32 in the past decade. There 
were 208 white and 304 yellow pages in 1958. 

Crammed in between the pages of the 1968 
book are 808 columns, with roughly 95 listings per 
column. 

Mr. Aadland (581 St. Charles Street) leads off 
the book as first-listed private subscriber, an 
honor he inherited from Mr. H. J. Aaftink, who 
led the 1958 book. Mr. Zyri (827 Rock Heights), 
brings up the rear in the new directory. 

Victorians live on more than 1,600 streets, 
•venues, roads, places, ways, terraces and lanes. 
Many of them sound downright exotic. 

Avenues called Christmas and Aloha, Mystic 
Lane, drives named El Sereno and Persimmon, 
streets lobe lied Paradise and Rainbow, and 
Nancy Hankes (presumably In memory of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln's mother). There are two Cemetery 
Roads, and a Smuggler’s Cove Road. If you are 
up on your Broadway musicals, you might en¬ 
joy living in Brigadoon Place or Cameiot Road. 

Victorians patronize business firms like the A- 
AABBCO Budding Maintenance (trickily named, 
no doubt, to enjoy the first oommerical bating in 
tie white pages), and the Zurich Life Insurance 
Co. of Canada (last commercial listing). When 
subscribers kook through die Yefiow Pages, they 
can deUght in the Logical Health Foods, 
Sasquatch Trading Co., Bird Lovers AH, Finder* 
Keepers (on Fort Street), the Cee Pee Credit 
Union and the Witches’ Cauldron. 

Alas, we no longer have with us the intriguing 
Brazilian Yetbama Co., or foe that matter, an 
Esquimau shop oaHed Abounding Bargains. They 
were hi evidence a decade ago, and our 
direct* i nary seems leas colorful for their 


One firm is prefixed by the province Alberta 
—and another by Saskatchewan (insurance). 
Manitoba and Ontario are dead losses, although 
we have a Quebec Assurance Co. The Maritime 
provinces are nowhere to be found. New England 
gets the nod (it’s a Government Street hotel), and 
Washington is represented by the state terry 
service 

If you go shopping to keep up with the Jerics', 
you’d beat know what you are up against: there 
.are 274 of them in the directory. The Smiths, as 
usual, have them beaten a country mile with 741. 

Friends of Arne Bo and Jim Ho have do 
difficulty hi locating them — theirs are the 
shortest names in the book, but are folfowed 
closely by Frank, Harry and Theodore Boa. 
Honors for the longest names should go to W.

Hnd if you want to hoist a 
few, try any of the 25 hotels and motels to the 
area.

Thirty firms win pack you up and 
put you down somewhere else, also. 

This might be 1968, but the horse and buggy 
day* are still with □», apparently. Two blacksmith 
shops still operate to Victoria. 

We may have been known once as the home 
at "Chi. Blimp," bat those days seem gone 
forever. Sad to say, there are only 29 colonels to 
the phone book, although stoutly backed by

Student protest used 
to amount to little more 
than letters in campus 
newspapers attacking the 
quality of cafeteria 
coffee. The grounds for 
compluint have changed 
so much that all of so¬ 
ciety is now affected , yet 
public understanding of 
the new issues remains 
dim. 

As in any major controversy, 
positions have tended to polarize 
into two grotesque super-simplifiaa- 
tions. 

The average citizen, nervously 
wishing that the foundations of his 
world would stop rocking, adopts a 
view that affords some comfort. 
Radical students are a tiny minority 
of anarchists, communists and 
apprentice politicians who are trying 
to destroy our universities for their 
own perverse amusement, he tells 
himself. 

The majority are "good” stu¬ 
dents, our citizen believes. He 
equates goodness with obeying the 
rules and "getting an education” — 
the inference being that students 
activists have no interest in educa¬ 
tion. Education and activism are 
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stories about life on his sand farm 
in Wisoonsin, 

The second and third parts of his 
book can really get to a conserva¬ 
tion-minded reader. Few people 
have had the facility to outline the 
problems of conservation and some 
ideas for the cures in more readable 
manner than Leopold. 

When I readied these sections of 
the book I could hardly lay it down.

mutually exclusive anyway, in his 
opinion. 

The other view, which might be 
heard from, say, a sophomore 
radical, pictures the student as 
combatting an authoritarian Estab¬ 
lishment composed of corporation 
executives, government appointees 
and people generally committed to 
preserving an archaic status quo. 

Fundamental to this status quo, 
according to the student radical 
view, is a dedication to producing 
trained cogs for the Industrial- 
commercial machine. Education is 
irrelevant. 

The student radical sees himself 
cut off from participation in deci¬ 
sions which affect him. He sees, or 
thinks he sees, professors who 
regard teaching as a nuisance which 
interferes with their real interest, 
research. 

For the serious person who Is 
sick o f hearing these cliches 
rehashed. Student Protest offers a 
comprehensive picture of what It’s 
all about. 

Of especial relevance to British 
Columbians, six of the nine contri¬ 
butors are associated — or have 
been — with Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity and the University, of British 
Columbia. 

Editor Gerald McGuigan is a 
member of toe Basdlian teaching 
order of priests and is an associate 
professor of economics at UBC and 
chairman of toe now Arts n 
program, an experimental approach 
to university education. 

The book tends to be written tor 
university alumni, venturing into 
turgid theories of confrontation and 
revolution, but there is plenty here 
for the lay reader who is asking why 
he should put up more money tor 
universities.

Leopold makes a plea to private 
landowners to voluntarily practice 
conservation on their own lands . . . 
and his pie* is as valid today as it 
was when he sounded it. 

He notes toe tendency to relegate 
to government all necessary jobs 
that private landowners fall to 
perform and paints to the growing 
trend erf government ownership, 
operation, subsidy or regulation in 
forestry, range management, soil 
and watershed management, park 
and wilderness conservation, 
fisheries management and migra¬ 
tory bird management. 

”. . . toe question arises; What is 
toe ultimate magnitude of toe 
enterprise? Will toe tax base carry 
its evenual ramifications? At what 
point will governmental conserva¬ 
tion, like toe mastodon, become 
handicapped by its own dimensions? 
The answer, If there is any, seems 
to be in a land ethic, or some other 
force which assigns more obligation 
to the private landowner,” he says. 

“Industrial landowners and users, 
especially lumbermen and stockmen, 
are inclined to wail long and loudly 
about the extension of government 
ownership and regulation to land, 
but (with notable exceptions) they 
show Mttle disposition to develop the 
only visible alternative: toe volun¬ 
tary practice of conservation on 
their own lands.” 

Some progress has been made 
since he wrote this book, but 
conservation is still a big problem 
everywhere, especially in British 
Columbia where we have a govern¬ 
ment that seems to place money 
above all else when it comes to 
natural resources and one that 
appears to operate on a policy of 
"let tomorrow look after itself.” 

Leopold says: "The ’key-log' 
which must be moved to release the 
evolutionary process for an ethic is 
simply this: quit thinking about 
decent land use as solely an 
economic problem. Examine each in 
terms of what is ethically and 
estoetically right, as well as what is 
economically expedient. A thing is 
right when it tends to preserve toe 
integrity, stability and beauty of toe 
biotic community. It is wrong when 
it tends otherwise.” 

Leopold must have been at his 
descripth-e best when he describes 
the sawing of a favorite oak tree 
which hod been struck by lightning.

He learned their language 
and from them he derived bis forest 
lore. To him a canoe was what a 
horse is to a cowpuncher or a good 
vessel to a sailor. 

Has autobiography is full of the 
very essence of toe Canadian 
hinterland because he was so 
completely of it, and one with It. 

The capers of his "Little Beaver 
People” make enjoyable reading, 
but toe book is far more than 
delightful reading. It Is a Canadian 
story with Its setting in Ontario, 
Quebec and Saskatchewan and 
carries a worthwhile message from 
this man . . . Canada’s prophet of 
conservation.

Archeology, being an 
inexact science, has 
always attracted its full 
quota of amateurs. In 
fact some of the greatest 
finds have been made by 
amateurs — Sc hid man, 
who discovered the tke 
of Troy, is a notable ex- 
ample—and the line be¬ 
tween amateur and pro¬ 
fessional is blurred. 

Of the many Canadian amateur 
archeologists George Frederick 
Clarke, whose researches spread 
over half a century, must be 
considered one of the greatest. 
Clarice's domain is the Mari times, in 
particular New Bunswick. 

Someone Before Us is the story 
based on arcfceologica! finds and 
much research, at the Mictnac and 
Maliseet Indian tribes, of the eariy 
French adventurers, and the later 
English, Scotch and Irish settlers 
Dr. Clarke, as an Intiquary, Is 
strictly professional in his approach 
and his vast knowledge of primitive 
weapons and artifacts equals, and 
possibly surpasses, that of many a 
tnusewn curator. 

But when it ecmes to the human 
side of things he exercises his 
amateur prerogative and becomes 
Vitally partisan. He is a Srm friend 
of the Indians and a staunch 
advocate of their rights. 

Someone Before Us is a scholarly 
work but Dr. dartre is not a scholar 
m the accepted sense. *7 don’t Mice 
text books," he writes. "I am wholly 
unorthodox. I follow no beaten path, 
but wander at will wherever the 
fancy takes me."

He found his first Indian arrow¬ 
head on the shore of a New 
Brunswick lake when he was 18 and 
today, some 50 years later, he still 
gets a thrill at the discovery in 
some remote spot of something 
eariy Indians left behind. 

The "something" more often than 
not is an arrowhead and Dr. Clarke 
has a most interesting collection of 
these, many of which are Illustrated 
in this book. But arrowhead collec¬ 
tions abound — , admost every 
museum In North America and 
Europe has an impressive display — 
and, frankly, when you've seen one 
you've seen them aU. 

Someone Before Us will prove 
immensely valuable to amateur 
archeologists, but its general appeal 
is limited. And this brings me to a 
request. There is a crying need for a 
book dealing with the social history 
of early Indians, a book which 
details tribal customs and the day-to- 
day happenings in family life. And, 
more than anything else, a book 
which deals at length wkh herbal 
medicine. 

If Dr. Clarke could obtain and 
record this lore before it is forever 
lost he would be performing an 
invaluable service. And that goes for 
other enthusiasts, amateur and 
professional, across the country.

Gem-Like Book Charming and Amusing 


Mavis Budd first burst upon the 
literary scene with Dust to Dust, a 
delightful book in which she recalled 
her childhood days in an unspoiled 
village in southern England. One 
critic called the book "a small 
gem." 

Now, in A Prospect of Love, she 
takes the Budd family saga a stage 
further by concentrating on the 
growth and development through 
childhood and adolescence of herself 
and her triplet sisters. 

The inevitable notoriety surround¬ 
ing her sister's birth produced a 
flood of correspondence, including a 
letter from a wealthy New York 
bachelor named Sam. Sam enjoyed 
a vicarious relationship with the 
girls, sending them expensive gifts 
and lata- exchanging letters. 

Unbeknown to the triplets. Mavis 
also corresponded with Sam. And all 
four girls, unbeknown to any an¬ 
other, fell madly in love with their 
rich benefactor, and each in her 
letters romanticized their family and 
their surroundings, which in reality 
were extremely humble. 

Their nights of fancy returned to 
haunt them when, out of the- blue, 
Sam decided to visit them. 

The New Yorker’s stay in the fam¬ 
ily cottage Is marvellously handled, 
with Mavis' description of her ado-

lescent feelings as disappoint¬ 
ment (Sam was middle-aged and 
bald) turned to a first awakening of 
strange desire, then to an urge to 
mother and finally to indifference as 
the gulf between the rich, elec¬ 
tronically-minded and unnaturally 
clean American and the down-to- 
earth English village family 
widened. 

An in-born sense of real values 
asserts Itself and Mavis, and 
presumably the triplets, are relieved 
when the superficial Sam departs. 

A Freaped af Lots ts extremely 
amusing and the passages concern¬ 
ing some of the older characters 
come very close to rivalling the rib- 
tickling delights of that rollicking 
classic. Cold Comfort Form. 

In addition to its charming 
characters and its fina^good humor 
and profound adolescent psychology 
this book is oustanding for its 
realistic portrayal of country life in 
England in the immediate post-war 
decade. 

In short. Mavis Budd has pro¬ 
duced yet another small gem,

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There tea* a time when 
the log fence was the 
mark of the pioneer, the 
backwoods rancher , who, 
living in remote places, 
teas forced to use his in¬ 
genuity and the resources 
his location provided in 
the business of cattle 
raising. His buildings, 
corrals and fences would 
all be built of logs, which 
were plentiful, and could 
be fitted together without 
the use of expensive hard¬ 
ware. 

Given an axe and a saw the 
pioneer rancher was all set to 
establish himself in the wilderness 
which he rapidly transformed Into 
the semblance of occupied country 
by his miles of fences, his stacking 
derricks and clusters of cosy log 
houses and bams. 

Wire intruded as settlement 
expanded, and for a period it was 
the mark of progress; certainly it 
was the sign of more affluent times. 
Wire had to be bought with money 
but a wire fence would be quickly 
erected with only a fraction of the 
labor involved in ihe construction of 
log fences which/ was always pre¬ 
ceded by much chopping down of 
trees, cutting them into lengths and 
hauling or skidding the logs to the 
Bite. 

For a period wire spread through 
the ranching country and logs

dwindled. Some people regarded the 
old log fences as quaint and thought 
them relics of old times. It was 
expected that they would soon 
disappear from the scene. Many of 
them, it is true, were allowed to fall 
into disrepair and eventually had to 
be replaced with something that 
could be erected with less labor. 

I remember a Chilcotin ranch in 
the late i920s — a carload of barbed 
wire shipped in and a fencing crew 
camping out for weeks, miles from 
the home ranch, stringing post and 
wire fence. One man on this crew 
did nothing but dig post holes, and 
for the rest of the summer the 
subject of post holes was his favor¬ 
ite for conversation. He reckoned 
he was the best post hole digger 
in North America. The miles of 
barbed-wire fence this crew built 
was an impressive sight until the 
cattle came in from the range In 
the fall. 

It is a sad fact that many range 
cattle have little respect for wire 
fences. If they, don't walk through 


them on purpose they frequently do 
it accidently. Fighting bulls push 
each other into wire fences and 
scarcely notice the obstacle. When 
thus breached a wire fence loses its 
effectiveness over a considerable 
distance. The wire becomes slack 
and a tedious repair job Is Indicated. 
Posts, too, have a short life in the 
ground, and in early days there 
were no preservatives to extend the 
time of their usefulness other than 
the dubious method of charring. 

With wire it was easy come and 
easy go. The virtues of the old log 
fences became evident to even the 
most progressive ranchers. The 
others knew about them all the 
time, and found their judgment 
vindicated with every new log fence 
that appeared like some strange 
reptile out of the past to redraw the 
patterns of grandfather’s day. 

For there is no doubt that the log 
fence Is coming back. What was 
once regarded as an expensive fence 
is now well within the means of any 
rancher with a chain saw and of 


course the suitable close-growing 
bush to provide the material. This 
curious paradox may be compared 
with totem carving among the 
natives of the Pacific Coast which 
reached its highest development 
after the early contacts with white 
men resulted in their acquisition of 
iron and steel tools. 

Of course the log fence was 
expensive only in terms of hired- 
man hours. The pioneer rancher did 
the work himself and charged 
nothing against it in his accounts, if 
he kept any. To him the fence was a 
gift representing no cash outlay. But 
when die snoose-chewing ranch hand 
became a fixture in the cattle 
country, drawing his 550 a month 
and board, such high priced labor 
had to be directed to more 
productive forms of construction. 

In those days the contract price 
for a log fence would be around $400 
a mile while a Russell fence of the 
same length could be had for $150. 

Equipped with a chain saw this 
same ranch hand is a productive 
force of great potential, and while 
the $50 a month days have been left 
far behind the ouput of this modem 
mechanical aid in the way of blocks 
to connect the panels and the logs 
themselves has tipped the economic 
balance once more in favor of . the 
logs, at least in the more rerfiote 
ranching areas where the raw 
materials are plentiful and handy. 

Next to a fast-flowing river and 
the sheer rimrock cliffs that occur 
here and there on the Cariboo 
plateau the well-constructed log 
fence is the most effective barrier to 
stock available to the rancher. 
Nearly all his corrals and enclosures 
for working stock are built of heavy 
logs raised high enough to contain 
the wildest cayuse. Corrals, of 
course, are built higher than fences 
which can be from three to five or 
six logs high depending on the type 
of material available. 

Maintenance is generally a 
matter of renewing die top log oc¬ 
casionally. It takes the brunt of 
the weather, and is the first to 
show signs of decay.
